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THE RABBINATE AND THE RECESS. 


THE close of what is familiarly termed the communal season: leaves 
the Rabbinate question unsettled. It is clear that no further step in 
its settlement will now be taken until after the conclusion of the 
Tabernacles Festival. The decision of Dr. DRACHMAN to enter the 
lists as a candidate appears in some way to be responsible for the 
deferring of the election of a new Chief Rabbi until the autumn. We 
confess to not understanding exactly the course pursued by the Selection 
Committee in respect to that gentleman. At the time it met it would 
seem he had not made up his mind about competing for the post, and, 
consequently, the Committee had no definite application from him before 
it. But it evidently had an intimation that Dr. DRACHMAN might care 
to be acandidate. It, therefore, decided to place upon their reeommenda- 
tion of Dr. HERTZ and Dr. HYAMSON, as the names to be submitted 
to the electing delegates, a proviso that if Dr.. DRACHMAN decided to 
put himself in the. running their recommendation was to come back 
to them for revision. This was an extraordinary decision to take in 
respect to a gentleman as to whose qualifications for the post the Com- 
mittee could not have had anything more certain to guide them than 
altogether illusory (for the purpose) mere “ paper’ evidence avout his 
scholastic attainments. It was the more extraordinary upon such 
evidence to reserve the right of candidature for Dr. DRACHMAN, who 
was personally totally unknown to:'the Committee, against that of two 
gentlemen who were well known, and in preference to the candidature 
of others who had actually applied for the position, and some of whom 
possessed qualifications in no sense inferior. We can only conclude that 
the name of Dr. IYRACHMAN was introduced as a kind of tertiwm quid 
when it was found impossible to unite the Selection Committee upon one 
candidate. As things have turned out there is no ground for complaint 
at the remarkable course taken by the Selection Committee. On the 
contrary, it is all to the good. The community has now a‘ recess ” of 
three months during which to consider the whole question in all its 
bearings. To-day there is no recommended candidate for the Chief 
Rabbinate for, under the resolution of the Selection Committee, Dr. 
DRACHMAN’S decision nullifies the Committee’s recommendation to 
the electing delegates concerning Dr. HERTZ and Dr. HYAMSON. In 
the autumn, presumably after Dr. DRACHMAN has preached in a numbey 
of pulpits, the Selection Committee has bound itself to meet and face 
the question before it de novo. This, we repeat, ig all to the good. 
There is at least a strong probability that the Committee will now take 
means for repairing the very bad blunder into which it was forced at its _ uy 
last meeting when it projected a contest for the Rabbinate. 

We have during the last few weeks devoted considerable space to 
the discussion of this subject. All along we have regarded the question 
of filling the office left vacant by the death of Dr. ADLER as vital to the 
future of Anzlo-Jewry. To replace the late Chief Rabbi by the method 
of a contest, we feel would be to subject that future to a risk of degra- aan 
dation and disaster from which every well-wisher of the community - ee 
should recoil.

Two of the main considerations about which ‘. ee 
the community has to make up its mind are: What sort of Chief | : t 
Rabbi do we desire, and what sort of constituency. is to elecé him ? ae 

When the names of Dr. HERTZ and Dr. HYAMSON were chosen 
by the Selection Committee as the then only definite candidates for 
the Rabbinate we did not hesitate to express our decided preference for 
the former. But we did not make any secret of our profound doubt 
whether either of those gentlemen was of the Rabbinic calibre desirable 
in Dr. ADLER'S successor. If, as has so frequently been insisted upon 
during the controversy, an essential qualification of a Chief Rabbi is 
that he should be a Rabbi, it seems to us that an eminently desirable 
qualification is that he should be a Chief. That is to say that he 
should be a man who in the world of Rabbinics has attained a leading 
position. This was fully recognised when the community last had 
before it the Rabbinate question in anything like the form in which it 


now has to deal with it. When Chief Rabbi HERSCHELL passed 
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away there were some Rabbis here and more on the continent of | 


Europe. There were Rabbis in this country of no mean attainments ; 
there were men who filled the office of Dayan, for instance, who, pro- 
found in Talmudic and general learning possessed extensive experience 
in the work of the Beth Din. There were others whose knowledge of; 
and acquaintance with, the community it was vain to expect could be 
equalled at once by anyone who should come here from outside. et, as 
we have pointed out on a previous occasion, the Rabbinate Selection 
Committee of those days would consider the candidature of no person 
whose Rabbinic sta‘us was below that of a Chief Rabbi. Who would 
venture to say that the limitation thus instituted did not result in a 
worthy selection when it is recollected that Dr. NATHAN ADLER was 
ultimately chosen ? 

The circumstances of the community now, as compared with then, 
are assuredly not such as to dispose us to look for less eminence and 
distinction in our spiritual Chief than did our predecessors. The. 
immense growth of Anglo-Jewry and the vastly increased complexity 
of its problems and difficulties point in a contrary direction. We 
shall do well to ask ourselves whether it is prudent to entrust 
the office of Chief Rabbi into hands that lack experience in 
chieftainship, and whether the religious. headship of such a 
community as ours does not demand the very best the world 
can produce. True, it has often happened that men have been 
called to fill posts of high import without any previous training for 
the task and have acquitted themselves brilliantly. We recollect, for 
instance, the classic example of two of the most famous Judges of 
Appeal who have ever adorned the Bench and who were in the rank 
of junior barristers when they were chosen. But that sort of thing 
does not often happen and the cases are; of course, not completely 
analogous. In any event, if the-community decides to take the risks 
involved in choosing a junior Rabbi for Chief Rabbi, it should do so 
consciously. Jt should understand that there are Rabbis of the situs 
of Chief Rabbis whose services can be made available but who cannot 
be expected to apply for the position with any chance remaining open 
that their applications may be refused. Further, it should understand 
that if a Rabbi of this calibre is to be sought for, then we cannot con- 
fine our selection to Rabbis who have been associated with work in 
the British Empire. There is no necessity to travel over well-trod 
ground in order to enforce this argument. With the exception of one, 
whose name, we suppose, cannot now be practically discussed in con- 
nection with the office, there is no Rabbi of the calibre of Chief Rabbi 
anywhere under the wide domains of KING GEORGE. This part of the 
matter, then, is in a nutshell. We can obtain a successor to Dr. ADLER 
who would bring to the office distinction, influence and experience as a 
Chief Rabbi. We cannot obtain the services of such a man if we 
continue to insist upon having a“ British ’’ incumbent of the office. 

Thus it remains for: the community to decide within the next few 
months whether the doubtlessly large advantages to be derived from 
our obtaining a © British’’ Chief Rabbi outweigh altogether the immense 
importance of our having as successor to Dr. ADLER one who, as has 
-been well put in our columns, will not merely occupy but will fill the 
office. Reversing the fairy story, the slipper seems to us too large 
for any of those who, until now, have been thought of as candidates, 
and it appears to us that the community should now determine to 
look upon this part of the Rabbinate question, not so much from 
the point of view of the material which it has at hand available, as 
from that of the real demands of the high office now vacant. It will 
doubtless be necessary to return to this point later on, but it occurs to us 
that the Executive of the Conference should forthwith get to work. It 
ought not to regard its duty as limited to the sifting by the Selection 
Committee of the applications that it may receive. It should now 


extend its sphere of operations to taking such generally understood 


means aS are necessary, of making certain in advance that the 
applications that will come before it in the autumn will be from 
some Rabbi of the calibre of Chief Rabbi, whose undoubted eminence 
will so weld all antagonistic opinions in his favour that his election 
as the sole candidate will be a foregone conclusion. Indeed, with 
such a gentleman as candidate it is impossible to believe that either 
| Dr. HERTZ, Dr. HYAMSON, or even Dr. DRACHMAN would venture to 
contest the position. 

_ The second main question upon which the community is called 
upon to decide is the constituency which is to elect the new Chief 
Rabbi. Now, as to this, we have all along insisted upon the import. 
ance of that constituency being, to all intents and purposes, the con- 
gregations over which the new Chief Rabbi will have Spiritual sway, 
In this view we believe we are at one with the Executive of the Rabbinate 
Conference. But so long as the voting for the Chief Rabbi is based upon a 
money franchise it is inevitable that a certain number of congregations 
will remain unrepresented, since they will refuse to pay even the mere 
nominal subscription to the Chief Rabbi’s Fund which will entitle them 


_ fo the franchise. Yet there is little doubt that the new Chief Rabbi 


will follow the precedent set by the late Chief Rabbi and his father, 
who always refused to limit the sphere of their Rabbinate to sub- 
scribing congregations. Hence we have the anomaly of an election to be 
held upon a basis which so soon as. consummated will be entirely 
ignored and disregarded by the person elected. Surely nothing more 
Gilbertian was ever conceived in even comic opera. This, however, stands 
as a matter for consideration altogether apart from the attitude of the 
Federation- of Synagogues. lord SWAYTHLING and his colleagues we 


believe. and as we have said more than once, adopted an altogether wrong 
course in withdrawing from the Rabbinate Conference. But this 
does not absolve from all blame those whose business it was to 
maintain the close co-operation of all classes in the community for 
leaving to the recalcitrants a cause for complaint upon which, with some - 
show of reason, they could split away. 

The fact is that in regard to the action of the Federation a great 
deal of personal feeling has’ been imported on both sides, and since 
personal feeling and not principle is, we are convinced, really the 
dominant element in the dispute, it ought not to be difficult between 
now and the autumn to beat out some plan of election which will. 
bring back to the Conference Lord SWAYTHLING and his friends, and 
will gather to the Conference the congregations that have not yet 
joined. But all this points to the direction of calling the Conference 
together again and laying before it fully, frankly and freely the Rabbinate 
situation as it has developed since last the Conference met. As matters 
now stand, it is clear that the Selection Committee must be called 
together again, so as to begin again its work. Would it not be wiser and 
better to call together the Conference itself and seek from it a mandate 
upon which the Selection Committee and the electing delegates may 
now act in this very difticult and delicate business? Delicate and 
difficult as the business undoubtedly is; would it not be at least 
prudent to allow the Rabbinate Conference to direct a somewhat 
different, and, we hope, higher course of action than it has till now 
indicated, after it has had the opportunity of taking in view all the 
circumstances that have supervened since it last met ? 

We believe the community () is earnestly and strongly opposed to 
any contest for the Rabbinate: (/) is convinced of the necessity of filling 
the oftice with the best Chief Rabbi available, irrespective of the ques- 
tion of territory; and («) desires to see the Chief Rabbi placed in oflice 
by a general vote of the whole community of which he is to become the 
spiritual head. These aspirations, which we venture to think meet 
the question worthily and with due regard to its vital importance, are 
by no means impossible of fulfilment. They will become impossible 
only if, during the critical eriod that now intervenes before the election 
must take place, it is determined in advance to ignore them and put

THE death of the Rev. CHARLES VOYSEY must not pass without 
a word of sincere regret from a community to 
whom he was a sincere friend and an ardent 
well-wisher.

It is much to be regretted that a large number of the seat- 
holders of the Great Synagogue have thought 
if wise and proper to insist upon a_ contest 
for the vacant post of Reader. That we under- 
stand to be the true inwardness of the not by any 
means dignified meeting that was held on Wednesday last and a 
report of which appears elsewhere. The considerations which have 
frequently weighed in the case of élections of this description are too 
well known to be laboured at length here. But, generally speaking, it 
hasbeen held, and justly so, that the offices of Minister or of Reade’ 
should not be dragged in the mire of a personal contest. Such 
elections are rarely, if ever, seen among the followers of other creeds : 
and a similar tendency had begun to make itself felt among our 
own community. All the more regrettable, therefore, are the present 
symptoms of a return to the bad old practice. 


A Contest at the 
Great Synagogue. 


It must not be forgotten, however, that the members of the Great 
Synagogue who have taken the present action have an important 
precedent of very recent occurrence to support them. Nor can anyone 
who reads the proceedings that took place on Wednesday fail to 
connect the one with the other. For, curiously enough, a leading part 
in defeating the very wise course decided upon by the Executive 
of the Synagogue was taken by a gentleman who is at once a 
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ar relative of one of the rejected candidate; for the First 
Readership and of one of the candidates for the Rabbinate that was 
recommended by the Selection Committee. And we cannot help 
wondering whether the demand for a contest at ‘1c Great Synagogue 
would have been made, or if one would have forced on the Selec- 
tion Committee for the Rabbinate Conference, !:.1 it not been for the 
peculiar capacity this gentleman and his friend: have always shown 
themselves to possess in contested elections i: which they were 
either themselves candidates or in which t!ioy were interested. 
We pointed this out as clearly as possible wen a contest for 
the Rabbinate appeared imminent, and the proceedings at the 
Great Synagogue but serve to emphasiso what we said. Of 
course, these things act and re-act. The precedent of the Rabbinate 
was employed for all it was worth at the Great Synagogue. If it is right 
and proper for a Chief Rabbi to be chosen by means of a partisan fight, 
itis hard to See why a Ieader should not be obtained by a similar 
process. This is not the least of the mischievous effects that the 
methods to which the Selection Committee folt themselves compelled 
have produced. The degradation of -the Chief Rabbinate would 
ultimately have spelt the degradation of the Ministry as a whole. We 
hope we are not unduly optimistic in speaking of the Rabbinate Contest 
ag a thing of the past. The sooner there is a definite law to prevent 
these contests for sacred offices the better. In the meantime, the 
enlightened portion of tho community ought to be able to be relied 
upon to resist them. : 
THOSE people who profess to feel shocked at the suggestion that 
there can be such a thing as virulent anti- 
“ Anti-Semitism  Somitism in the United States will find a great 
in the Land of deal to reply to in the interview, which appears 
Freedom.’ in another column, wit’: Professor RICHARD 
GOTTHEIL of Columbia University. The pro- 
lessor shows how the anti-Jewish spirit has spread through one walk 
ifter another of American life, through the schools, the universities, 
the commercial world, the sea-side résorts. It is a puzzling, 
not to say bewildering, manifestation suggesting many strange con- 
siderations. - This animosity, for instance, exists in a country which 
has rung from the Atlantic to the Pacific with denunciation o! the 
Jewish persecutions in other lands. Further, it is contined practically 
to the wealthy and well-placed classes. We are all ready, no doubt, 
with explanations of these peculiarities. But what we are concerned 
Lo emphasise is the fact itself—the existence of this “anti-Semitism " 
in the land of freedom. 


The one panacea for Jewish misfortunes prescribed by Jewish leaders 
is emigration, and yet more emigration. The Jews accordingly 
emigrate, upon an unprecedented scale, to «a country which is 
in many respects ideal for their purpose—only to find the old 
trouble rising up against them in their new home. The very schools 
set up voluntarily the percentage norms which in Russia are decreed 
by the State, and the Russian Jew may find that he has merely 
exchanged a Governmental for a popular persecution. The not 
unnatural result is that Jews are thrown back upon themselves, form- 
ing their own university societies and making their own summer 
resorts. It almost looks as if this enmity were the barrier thrown up 
by Providence as a counterpoise to that craze for complete assimilation 
into which so many of our coreligionists would gladly rush if the land 
of freedom were entirely free from racial and religious prejudices. 


ONE passes by a natural transition from the defects of the 
om emigration policy to the reports. of the Zionist con- 
ventions in the United States and Canada, which we 
give elsawhere. Our New York correspondent tells 
| us thet the movement is attracting the brightest 
and most alert minds in American Jewry, and that the announcement

declared their sympathy with it. The President of the Canadian Con- 


veation (Mr. CLARENCE I. DE SoA) asserted that the most prominent 
members of the Canadian Jewish community were coming into line in 
their support of Zionism. “ Well may we treat with scorn, ’ said Mr. 
DE SOLA, “the fatuity of those who pretend to see any decline in the 
strength of Zionism.”’ This attitude certainly seems largely warranted 
by the fact, at all events so far as North America 1s concerned, 
and that the movement should flourish so vigorously in these 
great free communities is a remarkable tribute to its vitality. 


Indeed, it is not unfair to say that, in spite of its vicissitudes and lack 
of a leader worthy to occupy the place of its founder, Zionism remains 
to-day, not only a remarkable expression of the soul of a people, but 
one of the strongest and most virile of Jewish movements, Not its 
least interesting feature is the sympathy which it continues to attract 
from leading non-Jews. The Canadian Convention was attended by 
the acting Premier of the Dominion (the Hon. GEORGE ae PERLEY), 
who frankly told the Convention that, in his opinion, the 
Zionists had reached the only logical and satisfactory solution 
of the: Jewish question. On a previous occasion, the Hon. 
Mr. AYLESwortH (Minister of Justice in the _|.aurier 
Government) appeared on a Zionist platform accompanied by the Hon. 
Mr, PATTERSON (Minister of Customs), so that Zionism in Canada 


draws support from both parties in the State. It is easy, of course, to 


say that Zionists are fanatics or dreamers. But if so, what one 


wonders, are we to make of the sympathy accorded them by practical 


politicians like Mr. PERLEY ? Not even the allegation of being moved 
by anti-Semitic motives, which is frequently attributed to every non- 
Jew who gives suppcrt to the Movement, will sound feasible in his case.

MARGATE AND CLIFTONVILLE. 


TWO CONVERSATIONS. 


By MENTOR. 


HE conversation one is forced to overhear at Cliftonville is not nearly so 
interesting as that which greets us at Margate. There is something in 
that rise of cliff which separates the latter place from the former, 
which seems to divide the real from the unreal. Everyone who is some- 

one goes to Cliftonville. No-one who is anyone goes to Margate, at least 
“ acknowledgingly,” as someone wittily put it to me the other day. Yet both 
places will presently become microcosms of Anglo-Jewry, which means that both 
will be filled to repletion. For the Jew follows the crowd or the crowd 
follows the Jew, or the Jew forms a crowd of his own. We are a gregarious 
people. Generations, during which we were turned in upon ourselves by external 
pressure, that forced us into ghetto existence, bred into us a penchant 
for the gregarious. Considerable proportion of the population in Cliftonville 
and Margate as Jews form, and I take the instance only because it was 
recently under my personal observation, they bulk larger in the seeming than 
they really are, because our faculty for gregariousness is so developed, that 
not alone do we crowd into specific areas, but we crowd within those areas. 


Not that we form one crowd, as we are said to be one people. Cliftonville 
looks down upon Margate in the moral as in the physical sense, precisely as 
Westclit! looks down upon Southend. This is but the out-of-town version of a 
constant and well-detined phenomenon. Belgravia looks down upon Balham 
as does South Kensington on Stepney. That is true; but then it is a natural 
attitude. The converse posture is found in Balham and in Stepney. 
But what Jew ever expected another to look up to him in the mere social 
sense who in the end was not gravely disappointed? Petticoat Lane cannot 
look up to Park I.ane in the sense that Balham looks up to Belgravia. The 
migration between the points is too constant, too rapid, too general to set 
thein as barriers of social demarcation. Israel will need to be at 
rest. in the world for many a_ longer day than. by present 
appearances, seems anywhere within reach, for the socio - demo- 
cratic spirit to pass away from people. there is 
scarcely a Jew living to-day whose ancestor a few generations ago was not a 
schlepper, or aschiorrer, or both,.and when there is searcely a sehlepper or a 
s/inorver Whose ancestor a few generations ago was not a merchant prince, or 
a scholar, or a Rabbi, it is impossible to maintain Jewish social castes. It is

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stupid for Cliftonville to look down on Margate, if only because Margate does 
not look up to Cliftonville. The social picture is thus incomplete, forced and 
unnatural. These are elements that go to make up vulgarity.

The little 
party around him listened with rapt attention, interlarded » with 
fulsome commendation, which broadened and concentrated into an 
approving chorus when he characterised his methods of business 
as the kind “ vee Inglish”’ have as the ideal. I was about to turn away 
from this chaotic chatter, of what seemed to me to be untranslateable verbiage 
when I heard one of the men ask: “ What do you think they ought to do 
about the Rabbinate?”’ ‘‘ Here, I say—shut it!’ was the reply he received. 
“T think you are meshugah about the Rabbinate! Every time we are talk. 
ing about anything you drag in the—something—Rabbi question. Do you 
think we’ve come down here to talk about shool affairs? I don’t care a—

—foreigner to represent us.”’ 

The conversation I overheard at Margate attracted me more than the one 
to which I was compelled to listen at Cliftonville, and in that sense was more 
interesting. That at Cliftonville, none the less, possessed am interest all its 
own. What exact place has the Rabbinate or any other communal problem 
in the economy of the lives of Cliftonville ? Yet in selecting the new Chief 
Rabbi as in the manner of solving all communal problems, Cliftonville hugely 


out-votes Margate.

OBITUARY. 


REV. CHARLES VOYSEY. 


The Rev. Charles Voysey, whose death, on Saturday, we deeply regret to record, 
will be mourned as sincerely by the members of our community as by any other 


section of his admirers. I'he founderof the Theistic 
Church was something more than a friend of the 


Jews. He largely shared their beliefs, he was 
one with them in feeling. No man outside our 


ranks understood and appreciated Judaism better. 
“As I understand Judaism,” he once said, “it 


isa religion of love, love from God to man, love 
from man to God, and love from man to man as 
the inevitable consequence; obedience arising out 
of love, not out of fear.” No better definition is 
possible. Since 1865 till the other day, when he 
was struck down, having made a marvellous re- 
covery from illness a couple of years ago, he stood 
forth as the fearless exponent of views opposed to 
those of the dominant religion, and from the 
position he then took up he never looked back. 
A great but simple preacher, more than 3,000,000 
copies of his sermons were circulated in all parts 
of the world. Latterly, in order to keep pace 
with the growing demand for them, he had to 
print 2,400 every week. Ariong his supporters 
* he numbered John Ruskin, the two Darwins, 
enjamin Jowett, Dean Stanley, Viscount Amberley, the Earl of Harrington 
and a former Bishop of Norwich. 

Naturally, Mr. Voysey attracted to himself many Jewish friends, and one of 
the chief of them was a former editor of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, the late Dr. 
Renisch, who delivered a series of lectures in support of his movement at St. 
(.sorge’s Hall, which were afterwards published as a volume entitled ‘‘ Judaism 
Surveyed.” The late George Lyon was another intimate, at, whose hospitable 
home in Canonbury there used to foregather on Sunday afternoons \oysey, Benisch, 
Wr. LOwy and Mr. Myer Davis. The father of Professor Meldola was another 
Jewish friend, and among a younger generation of Jews whom he attached to him: 
selfmi mentioned the itev. Morris Joseph and the Rev. Isidore Harris, 
Mr) Oswald John Simon and Mr.A.R. Moro. He had been a regular reader of 
tis journal, to which he frequently contributed, ever since the sixties. He had 
bound up several of its volumes, which some years ago passed into the possession 
of a synagogue library in New York. He was greatly interested in the “ Sermon 
of the Week,” which has been a feature of this journal during the past fifteen 
months, and from time to time he would write to the editor expressing 
appreciation of its contents. In his service at Swallow Street he adopted 
more than one Jewish tune. His son was married to a Jewess, and he declared 
himself proud to have a grandchild who was of the seed of Abraham. We believe 
that at one time he was anxious to be received into the community asa “ Proselyte 
of the Gate,” and thus to revive an order of things which has long passed away. 
But it was found impossible to realise his wishes in this respect. He was par- 

ticularly fond of children, to whom he would give presents of flowers, and many a 
Jewish child in Hampstead had learnt to love the kindly old man. 

Less than a year ago, there was published from his pen in these columus a 
weighty pronouncement, which he styled ‘A Warning to the Jews.” “TI have a 
duty,” he said, “‘ to fulfil before I die, to rake a solemn and severe protest against 
a real danger to the Jewish faith, to the faith of Hebrew prophets and psalmists, a 
dangerywhich threatens it, not from its avowed enemies, but from its true friends, 
frompioys and upright Jews, whose zeal for God and His truth has been con- 
spicuous in their arduous endeavours to make such changes in their mode of 
worship as shall win back into true religion and the love of God thousands of 
Jews who had become alienated from all religion. Au endeavour is now being 
made to kindle an interest in Jesus of Nazareth and his teachings as matters of 
religious importance’ to the Jews. I confess myself horror-struck at such @ step, 
and still more at some of the language which has been used to awaken this 
interest. It amounts practically toa call to Jews to adopt the same views and 


sentiments as are held by Unitarians, who make a special claim to be called 
Christians.”

His recent sermon denouncing Rassia’s persecution of her Jews will be within 
_ the memory of our readers, having been reported at the time. And many of his 
_ sermons treated of Jews and Jewish subjects. Ina sermon preached on the 24th 
March last, on “ Witnesses for God,” he said: ‘' The time has hardly come for me 
to take upon myself the airs of a prophet or messenger to the Jews, but I do 
observe, with feelings of deepest joy and thankfulness, that there are now among 
them men in whose hearts the love of God and zeal for His truth are burning with 
an unwonted fervour, men who have seen with sadness their people falling 
away into worldliness and neglect of God, men who feel all the danger which 
arises from a too great tenacity of traditional customs and ceremonies, and from 
such absorption in the outward machinery of Judaism as weakens, if not destroys, 
& supreme regard for the inward and spiritual life with God.” But he could see 
other points of view, and he uttered a fine plea for Jewish traditionalism in a 
lecture on ‘The Purpose of the Jew in History,” delivered at the Hampstead 
Synagogue in March, 1908. On the occasion of the hundredth birthday, of Sir 
Moses Montefiore, he preached a sermon entitled “ Think and Thank.” 


MRS. BERTRAM ABRAHAMS, 


We regret to have to record the death of Mrs. Bertram L. Abrahams, of 14, 
Welbeck Street, which took place on Monday afternoon, after a very short illness 
following on an operation, at the age of forty-four. The deceased was the widow 
of Dr. B. L.. Abrahams, whose promising career was cut short a few years ago. 
She was a lady of extreme kindness, and her early and almost sudden death will 
be widely mourned by a large circle of friends and relatives. Mrs. Abrahams 
leaves a young daughter, who has just been awarded an important scholarship at 
(Jueen’s College, Harley Street. The late Dr. Abrahams was son of Mr. Louis 
fh. Abrahams, the ex-headmaster of the Jews’ Free School.

MEMORIAL SERMON. 


There was a large gathering of mourners and friends of the late Mr. Henriques at 
the West London Synagogue on Sabbath last. The Rev. Isidore Harris delivered 
the memorial sermon, in the course of which he said: “ Elsewhere I have spoken of 
the significance of his loss for the community at large, which he served with a 


broad conception of duty it has been given to few men to excel. And this is not 
the appropriate place in which to speak of that more intimate loss which has 
befallen those who were nearest and dearest to him. A veil of reticence must be 
cast over that desolated home which now mourns his passing away with 
immeasurable grief. Here, in this house of prayer, where, following in the pious 
footsteps of his father—Jacob Henriques of blessed memory—he worshipped so 
frequently, let me rather dwell on the splendid example he set to us of staunch 
adherence to the principles for which this synagogue has stood well nigh three- 
quarters of a century; an example of absolute devotion to the ideals 
of moderate reform. He was overflowing with enthusiasm for the. religious 
body which members of his family had helped to call into being, and he 
had. the gift of infecting others with his enthusiasm. He was our dignified repre- 
sentative at the Board of Deputies and the Jewish Religious Education Board. 
Only a few weeks ago he was present ata gathering of the latter body, and address- 
ing kindly words of appreciation to those engaged in the responsible task of sowing 


the seeds of religious instruction in the hearts of the young. To his initiative we 


owe the Goldsmid Memorial Hall, and his was the inception of many another fruit- 
ful idea. Indeed he was constantly thinking out matters that might benefit 
our congregation and stimulate interest in its welfare. It was a severe dis- 
appointment to him that his recent efforts to popularise the Friday evening service 
met with so little response. Personally, he was inclined to a conservative policy 
on synagogue questions, but he recognised the need of consulting the wishes of 
the rising generation, who had been trained in a ditferent school of thought. 
In him, the Ministers of this Synagogue found a loyal and sympathetic friend, 
and a faithful adviser. I cannot forget that I received from him the first word of 
encouragement in my ministry. His passing away has affected me with a 
sense of real personal bereavement, and I feel assured I may say the same 
for my absent colleague. Sad it is to reflect that within a very short space of time 
we have suffered so many congregational losses, losses which have tended to 
diminish the numbers of our regular Sabbath worshippers. So much the greater, 
then, is the responsibility devolving on those who are left to uphold this Syna- 
gogue and to rally to its enthusiastic support. Jet us sustain it not only by our 
frequent Presence at its services, but by personal endeavour in its interests, by 
encouraging others to come, and by doing all that in us lies to enhance its presti se. 


A TRIBUTE BY THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH.

Henriques, reached:me here too late to admit of this slight tribute to his mericry 
appearing in the JEWISH CHRONICLE this week. The sorrowful tidings have 
come with startling suddenness. It was only last Saturday that I saw him, to all 
seeming, in good health; ‘‘I perceived no touch of change, no hint of death, in all 
his frame.” And now he is gone in the fullness of his strength, eager for the 
work, responsive to the joy, of life. The tragic event has created a void which will 
not easily be filled. We shall miss him sorely at Berkeley Street, where he was a 
familiar figure at our Sabbath worship, and where he brought characteristic 
earnestness and much power of suggestion to our synagogue councils. He was, 
indeed, a valued member of our congregation, for he inherited! many of the finest 
qualities of his father, Jacob Quixano Henriques, ‘one of our founders, v hose 
memory will long be revered for his sterling virtues and for the devoted serv co he 
rendered to the cause of the higher Judaism. Like his father, David Hen icues 
loved his synagogue, not only because that love was a family tradition, but 
because he was a religious man, and for him the synagogue was a ; reat 
religious centre and symbol. He _ supported the recent modification; of 
our service at Berkeley Street; but he did so out of regard for the devotional 
needs of the rising generation, and not in any mere innovating spirit. He had, 
indeed, a strong vein of conservatism, and the true welfare of the synagogue was 
his first consideration. Of him, as of his great namesake of Holy Writ, it might 
be said that he “set his affections upon the House of God.” In these days, when 
it is the fashion to make light of the claims of the synagogue upon devout feeling 
and personal service, this characteristic of his may well be “ accounted unto him 
for righteousness.” When the great rallying-point of Jewish religious sentiment 
has parted with its power Judaism and Israel will be near their end. Of the 
zealous work which David Henriques did for the Jews’ Hospital and other com- 
munal charities more instructed pens than mine will write. But zeal marked 
everything he did. He had a strong sense of duty, and his acts and opinions were 
the outcome of reverence for truth and right. His private life was exceptionally 
happy. He presided over an ideal home, where, aided by his esteemed wife, a 
lady richly gifted both intellectually and spiritually, he trained his children in the 
fear of God and in loyalty to the ancestral faith. It will comfort his beloved to 
remember the wide regard in which he was deservedly held; and his example will 
inspire them to labour in their turn tot their people and their religion. To the 
community it will be a source of satisfaction to know that he has left descendants 
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who will be true to the high principles with which their family is identified, and 
which so conspicuously and so happily guided and blessed his life.

Aid Society, established many years ago in connection with the North London 
Synagogue Keligion Classes. Those present associated themselves with the entire 
community—in regret at the departure of a faithful servant of God, who walked in 
the footsteps of his Heavenly Father and was a father to the fatherless, a cham. 
pion of the widow. They tendered their condolence to the bereaved widow and 
children. Dr. Hyamson concluded: Might the knowledge of the general sympathy 
prove & solace to them in their sorrow. ‘The season was one of afiliction, not only 
in individual families, but for the whole House of Israel. 


BREAD, MEAT AND COAL SOCIETY. 


A special meeting of the Committee of the Bread, Meat and Coal Society was 
held on Monday at the offices of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, Mr.

The CHAIRMAN having in feeling terms alluded to the death of the president,

desire tu place on record their great grief at the much lamented death of their president, 
the David Quixano Henriques. 

‘tr. Henriques had been a member of the Committee since 1ss2 and filled the office 
of tre wurer from 1889 to 1891. He became president in the year 1907 in successien to 
the !Ia‘e Mr. Isaac A. Joseph, at a critical juncture in the history of the Society. 
White a consistent advocate of reform in the methods of the distribution of its benefits, 
he micst emphatically urged the necessity’of its retaining its independence, and ot 
main'aining the Charity as a separate institution. His success may be measured by the 
contiuued popularity of the Society, and by the hold it still has on the charitable 
members of the community, after an existence of nearly a century-and-a-half. . 

In the period, all too short, during which he presided over its proceedings, he has 
never failed to attend a meeting, and by his consideration and unfailing courtesy, he 
endeared himself to all who were associxted with him in the work of the Charity. 

It is a great satisfaction to the Committee to know that the connection of the 
Society with the family of the late Mr. Henriques will be continued in the person of his 
son, Mr. Harold Henriques, who has for some time been one of their number. 


Deeply sensible of their own loss, the Committee tender to his widow and family 
their heartfelt condolence, and express the fervent hope that the widespread regret with 
which the news of Mr. Henriques’ decease has been received, will be some consolation 
to them in their bereavement. 

Thanks were voted to the Committee of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum for the use of their Board Room.

Since the unfortuvate illness of Sir George Faudel-Phillips, the 
President, he had presided over their deliberations with tact and ability. He 
hoped Mrs. Henriques and her family would derive some measure of consolation 
from the knowledge that Mr. Ilenriques had earned the love and respect of 
them all.

THE POLITICAL SITUATION IN RUSSIA. 
A Concession to the Jews. 
[From our Correspondent.) 


I have alread y referred to the precarious position of the Jewish wine merchants 
in view of the circular prohibiting them to trade in houses not actually owned by 
them. It will be remembered that the measure met with opposition even among 
the Nationalists affected by it, and that both Jews and Christians made represen- 
tations against the restriction to the Asgistant Minister of Finance on the occasion 
of his visit to the south of Russia. The Premier has just given instructions that 
the enforcement of the measure is to be postponed indetinitely. 

Gratification is also expressed in Kieff at the withdrawal of the circular issued 
by the former Curator, M. Zilov (known as the educational Tolmatcheff). which 
rendered the existence of Talmud Torahs in the district extremely difficult.

direction of the elections has been formed at St. 
etersburg. is gratifying to learn that the body embraces the most powerful 
factions in Jewry, counting among its members, besides the Kovno Committee 
representatives of the democratic group and the Zionist organisation. _ 

During the week Deputy Niselovitch also published an important appeal to 
the Jews, which incidentally threw considerable light on the task before them. 
The appeal called upon all Russian Jews'to unite and march in closed ranks to 
the polls. It made no secret about the difficulty of the situation. 
no longer faced with circumstances which, in 190%, compelled even M. Stolypin 
to announce that he would not oppose a measure initiated by the Duma for the 
amelioration of the life of the Jewish poor. However, speaking from experience, 
the deputy declared that even the (pposition required driving power forcibly to 
take up a Jewish case, and consequently, in spite of the weak hopes to obtain a 
thorough progressive Duma, it was imperative to have as many Jewish 
deputies in the Duma as possible. In his appeal the deputy mentioned an 
interesting development in the Iyuma annals. It appears that the President of 
the Dama and his assistant; recently agreed to regard tlie Jewish deputies as a 
separate group, independent of all other factions, and with the right to nominate 
spokesmen. 4 

This appeal to the Jews and the formation of the Election Council, have been 
ureeted with satisfaction in all circles which~secognised the importance of the 
coming event, the futility of a demonstrative boycott of the elections planned in 
Kiet, and the necessity of a supremeeffort. Our enemies are wide awake. They are 
boycotting the deputies who have sivned the Pale Lill, successfully re-opening the tirst 
names’ question in order to disfranchise Jews and spreading reports promising the 
Tsar’s reward for support lent to the Real Russians. At the same time the ofticials 
of the Crown have been given permission to join the parties of the Right, 
and organs which ridicule the Keal Russians are fined» At Sebastopol, 
even converted Jews have been included in the Jewish curia in order to 
curtail the list of progressive voters. All this is done at the bidding of the 
Court circle with the view to producing a |)uma opposed to its very existence as 
a Legislative Chamber. At such atime it was felt that something must be done 
to shake off the despair of the provincial Jews and their indifference to the elec 
tions, and to terminate such conflicts, even like that, in progress in Odessa, whether 
a Zionist should stand in the second curia or a non- Zionist in the first curia. The 
l\usso- Jewish communal workers desire the motto for the Jewish voters to be 
“ All possible Jewish candidates, however they may cliffer in their opinions, are 
still Jewish representatives sent to the Taurida Palace to defend the interests 
of their coreligionists. ” 

THE ANTI-SEMITES AND THE WEST EUROPEAN JEWS. 

A matter which has attracted considerable attention is the attempt of the 
anti-Semites in Russia to muzzle the Jews in England, America, and Germany in 
their criticism of Russian methods. The anti-Semites seem to think that, holding 
the Russian Jews as hostages, tliey can dictate terms to our coreligionists outside 
Tsardom. Every movement of the Jews abroad against Russian tyranny is adver 
tised in organs like the Moshkors/:ya Viedomosti and Novoe Vremizyaas attempts to 
create revolution in Russia, and the Russian Jews are informed that their corell- 
gionists in Western Europe and America frustrate all schemes for’a reconciliation 
between the Jews and the Christians. In reality, however, the Jews require no 
“reconciliation” with right-minded Christians, as they have never quarrelled with 
them. As for the anti-Semites, it is they who are responsible for the antagonistic 
feelings, and not the alleged Jewish hatred against all govim as they have 
announced in their notorious Jew-baiting election manifesto ; certainly not the 
so-called activity of the Jews abroad against Russia. 


THE ITO AND ANGOLA. 
Severe Criticisms. 
[From a Correspondent. ] 

The Franifurter Zeitung, in a long and inspired article, very severely criticises 
the policy of the Ito, and says that the politicians of that body have no idea what 
it means to colonise a territory like Angola. While Mr. Zangwill told his audience 
in Vienna about the new Ito land Angola, the Governor of that territory wired to 
his Government for help, as a revolt of the negroes had broken out which was 
dangerous to all white men in that territory. The famous Liberal journal further 


goes on to inform Mr. Zangwill that the so-called Angola Bill has not yet passed | 


the Senate, and that it is not yet the law of the land. The Bill, so the journal 
reports, had been discussed in the Senate with a negative result. One of the 
Senators, while criticising the Bill, said, “‘ The Jews should not imagine that they 


would be able to realise in Angola their old dream of a Zion and of a powerful | 


Jewish State. We will never allow that. If the Jews do want to settle in our 
territories and to become Portuguese, they are welcome, but not as Jewish 
Nationalists.” The same journal quotes the Colonia/e Rundschau, which, a month 
before the Vienna Conference of the Ito, predicted the final result of the negotia- 
tions, as Angola is the most unsuitable territory for colonisation by Europeans, 
not alone because of the bad climate, but because of the savage negroes, who are a 
danger to colonisation, and because of the low state of civilisation of that land. 
The slave traffic is still flourishing there. The article ridicules not only the 


Angola policy of the Ito, but says very politely that Mr. Zangwill has no idea of 


politics at all. 
STRANGE COMMENT. 


[From another Correspondent.] 


The resolution of the Ito Conference, rejecting the Avgola scheme on the terms 


offered to the Jews, has produced an enormous impression in Portugal. The Press 
has manifested its displeasure at the action of the Conference. The important 
paper O Seculo, strongly deprecated the reports on the unsuitability of the climate 
of Angola and on the dangers of settling there. ; peers 

In the Senate, too, the resolution was received with dissatisfaction, and 
although this Chamber has to consider the Angola Bill (as passed by the Lower 
House) at a later date, Senator Bernadine Roco has found an opportunity to reply 
in strong language to the Ito. “The Jews,” he said, “are dissatisfied with our 
acheme. Our terms are not sufficient for them. They want to re-erect their 
destroyed Zion, and realise their old hopes on our land.

Although the Real Russians promised last week to furnish the Minister of ae 
Justice with proofs against Beilis and other Jews, and the Zemstchina has already: oe 
sentenced M. Beilis to penal servitude for life, the alleged revelations of the anti- e., 
Semites are still their own property. All we have heard was that the criminal iy 
Tcheberakova, who goes about boasting of her intention to take proceedings against 
her : libellers,” invented a story to the effect that one of the lawyers defending 
Beilis offered her 40,000 roubles for disclosing secrets of the affair. The state- 
ment was denied by the accused counsel, M. Margolin, but the Public Prosecutor, 
with unusual promptitude, reported the matter to the Minister of Justice with a 
view to instituting proceedings against the advocate. : 

An important admission was made during the week by a Kieff judicial official, 
who stated that the authorities were afraid to arrest ‘'cheberakova, on account of 
her influential connections. 

It is also noteworthy that the brother of the Christian counsel for Beilis, 
M. Grigorovitch-Barsky, has been asked to move out of the house owned by the 
Metropolitan (the highest rank in the Orthodox Church) of Kieff, because his 
brother had signed the protest against the libel. 

Equally characteristic of Russian policy has been the decision of the Ministry 
not to employ as investigator of the Yuschinsky case the official, Alexandroff, 
because his wife, as.a converted Jewess, might influence him in favour of Beilis 
and against the blood libel. 

During the week a gang of criminals was arrested for participating in robberies. 
It transpired that the leader of the gang (Lobko) was the principal witness against 
Beilis and in favour of the ritual libel.

AN UNUSUAL EVENT IN RUSSIA. 
Remarkable Amenities between a Governor and Jews. 


[From our Correspondent.} 


®ocounts of amenities exchanged between a Governor and Jews, which to our 
coreligionists in Russia read like news from their more fortunate brethren in the 
lands of freedom and emancipation, have come from Kovno. The local Governor, 
M. Verevkin, has just been transferred to Wilna; the Kovno Jews, after 
eight years of tranquillity and peace, therefore had the misfortune to lose one of the 
best administrators possible under the present régie. At the last farewell banquet | 
in honour of the Governor, the Jews were strongly represented. ‘The Crown isi 
Rabbi bestowed his blessing upon M. Verevkin, and many Jewish deputations big 
presented him with addresses. When the Governor drove to the railway station, . ¢ 
the Jews greeted him with deafening cheers, Jewish petty tradesmen assisted him 
in and out of his carriage, and shook hands with him. At the station he was met 
by the Crown Rabbi, Rabbis, Dayonim, preachers, pupils of the Chedarim, Yeshivas 
and Talmud Torahs, and thousands of people of all classes of the population. 
Tbe Governor paid special attention to the Jewish deputations, and received

4()n arriving at Wilna, the Governor assembled all officials, and informed them 
that he would continue to work for the benefit of all citizens, without distinction 
of creed or nationality. He also urged them to follow in his footsteps, remarking, 
with pride, that his policy had gained for him the love of the entire population. 

Here we have an example of what can occur even in Russia, and the incident 
at Kovno contirms the view that, as a rule, it is not the Christian population of 
Russia which urges anti-Semitism upon itsadministrators, but vice versd. 


THE RIGHT OF DOMICILE OF JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
Characteristic Facts. 
(From our Correspondent. 


From various parts of the country ‘striking facts continue to arrive, showing 
the lawless and heartless attitude of Russian authorities towards Jews, facts the 
occurrence of which sends a thrill throagh all readers of the Russian Liberal Press. 
A Jew, who recently returned from America, was exiled last week from Komisa- 
rovka (Ekaterinoslav), on the representations of the anti-Semites, who alleged that 
during his absence he rejoiced at the Russian defeats in Manchuria, 

At the Kieff summer resort, Pustchevoditza, the police, on discovering 
that a number of Jews had stayed there over night after a _ social 
evening, surrounded all the houses (after midnight) and drove sixty Jews to 
the police station. ‘The latter was not big enough to hold all the “ prisoners,” and 
many of them were kept throughont the wet night outside under guard. In the

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Anti-Semitism in the 
Land of Freedom. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH PROFESSOR RICHARD GOTTHEIL. 


N the course of an interview with Mr. Hermann Struck, which appeared in these 
columns last month, the artist made the astounding statement that “ris/us in 
America, social ris/is, is far more strongly marked than in Russia.” “In 
Russia,” be said, “Jews are persecuted and are subject to laws which do not 

apply to non-Jews. But, socially, there is not the exclusiveness shown towards 

Jewsin Russia by the people that there isin America.” The staternent made by 

Mr. Struck has caused astonishment in not a few 

quarters, and there has been a disposition to 

regard his judgment as somewhat hasty and 
immature, seeing that, upon his own showing, it 


was based upon observation of a short tour in 
the States. Professor Richard Gottheil, of 
Columbia University, who, although. born an 


Englishman, has lived in America practi- 
cally all his life, and who. in his position 
as Professor of Semitics, has unique 


means for knowing the facts, confirmed Mr. 
Struck’s opinion in the course of an interview 
with a representative of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, 

“Ina very large measure,” he said, ‘ Mr. 
Hermann Struck is right. There is in the United 
States a definite social ostracism of Jews. It 
shows itself in an almost complete ostracism on 
the part of non-Jews of any standing, directed 
against Jews of all classes. Jewish social life is 
practically segregated in America from Christian 
life.” 

Does this go so far as to refusing to employ Jews? 

“Christians constantly show -their preference for employing Christians, 
irrespective of the merits of Jews; but, the ostracism in towns exhibits itself in 
every phase of social life and extends to the letting of residences. For instance, 
there are vast blocks of flats or mansions where the fact of a man being a Jew is 
an absolute bar to tenancy.” 


The Limits of Anti-Semitism. 

Does this extend to a!l classes of Americans ” 

“No; among the poor there is no anti-Jewish feeling. It is confined practi- 
cally to the wealthy and well-placed. The poorer classes in America are largely 
made up of people of German or Irish extraction, and with them there is no anti- 
Semitic feeling. The Germans keep to themselves, and the attitude of Catholics 
to Jews was well-expressed by the late Archbishop Corrigan, who, in the course of a 
conversation with one of our religious heads, said, ‘ abbi, either you are right or we 
are right, but all grades of religious thought that come between us cannot be right.’ 
In regard to what are known as the lower classes in America, there is naturally on 
their part a fellow feeling for Jews since they, too, were but recently ‘ strangers 
in the land of Egypt.’ ” 

I believe that the anti-Jewish crusade manifests itself in erce/sis in sea-side 
resorts ? 

‘Yes, what is known as the summer question was the basis of the organised social 
anti-Semitism. I believe it began in Saratoga, wherea prominent Jewish family were 
refused rooms in a hotel only because they were Jews. The result of this summer 
question has been very peculiar. It has thrown Jews into summer resorts 
practically of theirown. Long Branch, Far Rockaway, and Arverne are, to all 
intents and purposes, Jewish settlements during the summer-time. But, there is 
another result in the vast migration which takes place every year of American 
Jews to European watering- places.” 


The Percentage Norm 4 /a Russe. 

Has this sort of thing been going on long ” 

‘No, because the Jewish population in America is largely of recent growth. In 
1873, when the Jewish population of the United States was not more than 100,000, 
anti-Semitism was unknown. And it is only fair to add that there is not unknown a 
Jewish anti-Semitism, that is, a dislike of Jews on the part of Jews who have been 
long resident beneath the Stars and Stripes.” 

Are there any other manifestations of the anti-Semitic spirit ? 

Yes, I am sorry to say ina much more serious form than either affecting 
summer resorts or fashionable mansions. No good private school will take more 
than a very small proportion of Jewish children. The result is that there is a 
percentage norm for the schools in America—I, of course, mean private schools— 
just as there is a percentage norm in Russia. 
ably this sort of things act. Jews are very anxious not to have their children 
in specifically Jewish schools. Sometime ago, a proprietor of a very well-known 
private school refused to “exclude any children by reason of their 
being Jewish. The result was the school ultimately became entirely a Jewish 
school, since the Christian parents would not send their children there. Then 
sad to relate, the Jewish parents also would not send their children there, because 
the school was too Jewish. The result was that the school was ruined and had to be 
shut up. Now, the natural effect of this is that the Jewish children in the States 
are being brought up as nothingarians, without home influence: the parents, for 
the sake of getting their children into the schools, act, in many instances, like 
unconscious and unwilling marranos, and, I believe, would adopt Christianity 
were it not that the outside pressure constantly forces them back.” 

Are there many conversions ? 

‘Not very many, although several families have joined the Church and have 
baptised their children in order to get them into efficient schools; but they pay 


the penalty in so much that the American people think still less of 
they do of faithful Jews. of converts than

Now, I will show you how remark-: 


“No, I cannot believe that the Americans would ever put up with a Jewish 
President. They would not sustain a Catholic President, nor would they stand a 
black man or a Southerner, and there was a great deal of feeling against President 
Taft because he isa Unitarian. Mr. Roosevelt is of Dutch origin, but, then, I 
need not tell you that the Dutch form the Knickerbocker element which is the 
upper ten of American social life. But let me tell you that this feeling 
affects also what I may term the higher education of Jews and has an 
immense effect on University life. The Jewish student is largely ostracised, and 
he is kept entirely out of the literary and gymnastic societies connected with the 
University. In my own University at Columbia there are six or seven Jewish 
professors, but none, except myself, confess themselves Jews or take any interest 
in Jewish affairs. As a result of this ostracism, the Jewish students have formed 
their own University societies. The chief one has twenty-two chapters in various 
parts, and has its Grand Nasi and (iizbar, but the Jewish social life at the 
Universities has to be confined entirely to Jews. The anti-Semitic feeling, so far 
as the Universities are concerned, is stronger in the East than in the West, while 
in the Southern States there is very little anti-Jewish feeling at all, and there are 
big congregations at Charlestown, Memphis, and Savannah, for instance. The 
Jews there have remained good Jews, but then they belong to old families, and, 
to tell the truth, the sentiment which animates the American people in the 
Southern States is broader and less exclusive than that which animates those in the 
Northern States. Another aspect of this anti-Semitic feeling is, of course, seen in 
club life. I am a Professor at one of the Universities, but I could not obtain 
admission to the University Club. Asa Professor there I think they would take 
me, but as a Jew I am sure they would blackball me.” 


Ultra-Reform. 


I suppose that this anti-Semitic feeling is largely the cause of the Jewish 
religious eccentricities which we see in America ” 

“If you mean ultra-reform, yes. There has undoubtedly been a desire to 
wipe away distinctive marks of Judaism in the services, and even, as you know, 
of the Sabbath day, in order to show that Jews are real Americans. In other 
words, the disposition has been to assimilate Jews as far as possible to Americanism, 
to regard Judaism asa phase of American religious thought rather than a dis. 
tinctive religion held by a distinct people. The excuse for this has been that it is 
better to keep people under the influence of some religion and call that religion 
Judaism than to leave them without the influence of any religion at all which 
would be the result if orthodoxy were adhered to. For instance, Sunday services 
are held with the object of maintaining the Sabbath idea for the Jew in America. 

Sut, there is a strong revolution against ultra-reform, and people are feeling that 
reformers have gone too far in holding services in which there is very little to 
distinguish a Jewish service from a mere ethical meeting. There is a very 
healthy movement among Reformers for greater insistence on practice as 
part of Judaism. The Passover has largely become revived, and Chanacah 
and Purim have both been re-found. At the same time there is a much 
stronger disposition to form the teaching of children upon the lines of J udaism—to 
make them acquainted with Jewish history and Jewish practice. We have had 
also the rise of Menorah Societies in which, if I may say so, I have taken a great 
interest. These Menorah Societies form a forum for discussion of Jewish 
matters of all descriptions, but the problem which has to be faced in America is 
really the problem of importing a constant stream of Jews from Russia and Poland 
and Galicia into a land of liberty, where the somewhat human tendency is to 
throw otf Judaism in the struggle for life, and our task is to endeavour to save the 
second generation of recent arrivals. 


The Race Pride. 


“TI do not think it would be fair” proceeded the Professor, ‘‘ to ignore the 
immense influence that the Zionist movement is having in this direction. I could 
give you instance after instance where men had become totally enstranged from 
Judaism and yet had come back under the influence of Zionism which gave them at 
once a raison d’étre and a future aspectfor Judaism. I, of course, do not refer to the 
exact policy of Zionism, either now or at any time, bat toits great underlying principle 
of the position of the Jew in the world. It brought to the minds of many Jews 
the fact that their being despised or saffering from anti-Jewish feeling was, after all, 
elnemep and temporary, that all this did not count as compared with the 
his nd the past of the Jew, of which he has something to be very prond, and 
something worth maintaining, despite the sneers and the jeers of those among 
whom he finds himself. | 

“But, I suppose,” said Professor Gottheil in conclusion, “that it would 
require something of a super-prophet to be able to state didactically and precisely 
what is going to happen with the vast, huge problem presented by American Jewry. 
The most and the best that can be done is for each in his own sphere to lend a 
hand in maintaining our creed and our race, if not exactly upon the old lines, so 
far as forms of faith and practice are concerned, at least upon the old lines so far as 
Judaism as a cult and its essentials as a creed are concerned.”

“MARVELLOUS KINDNESS” OF EAST END JEWS. 


The Daily Chronicle of Friday last printed an interview which its special 
representative had with Pastor Leighton, of the Wesleyan East End Mission, who 
has lived in Shadwell close on twenty years. In the course of a moving narrative 
of misery and distress occasioned by the strike, Mr. Leighton asked the journalist 


to mention “the marvellous kindness” as he described it, of the Jews in that 


neighbourhood. ‘‘ Yesterday ” he said “a firm sent me a van load of bread, and 
the two preceding days the local Jewish bakers sent me between 500 to 600 loaves. 
A Jewish hair-dresser down the street brought me a paper with the names of 25 
compatriots on it, and said that he could make the list up to 50, and if I could get 
50 children they would undertake to give them all three meals a day for a week. 


There was no difficulty about getting the children, and they are getting their 
three meals a day. ” | | ; :

Following on the recital of the Decalogue in this week’s Sedrah, the 


Commandments : that there is only one God, and that He requires the devotion 
of our whole heart, sou! and strength. These principles he sets forth in the 
Shemang, that section of Scripture which has played so important a part in 
the religious life of the Jewish people,and which thrills every son of Israel 
with so many holy memories. The Midrash relates that when Jacob was on 
his death-bed, surrounded by:his sons. he was troubled by the thought of their 
different dispositions. And as he saw their varieties of character reflected in 
their countenances, he asked thetn: “ Are you equally separated from one 
another in your religious beliefs?’ With one voice they replied: ‘“ However 


much we may differ from one another in character, be assured, O Israel! that | 


we are united in the bonds of a single belief. 


The Eternal is our God, and 
the Eternal is one. 


Thank God,” exclaimed the dying patriarch, ‘ and 


blessed be the name of His glorious kingdom for ever and ever.” There 
is something more than’a pretty conceit in this Midrashic legend. 
It’ is designed to teach us that in the acknowledgment of God’s 


unity all Jews find a common meeting ground. Some of us are apt to pass 
by the two words © Shemang Yisroel’ as merely introductory to the state- 
ment that follows. But they have a meaning of their own. They point to the

that first heard the truth proclaimed that there is only one God.

The forthcoming marriage of Baron Alphonse 
de Rothschild and Miss Adelaide Sebag Montefiore, 
which has just been announced, will not be the first 
alliance between the families of Rothschild and 
Montefiore, although it will create a precedent in 
regard to the branches of the families immediately 
affected. Itis almost a century since Abraham, a 
brother of Sir Moses Montefiore, married Henrietta, 
a sister of Nathan Maver Rothschild, the founder of 
the English firm. [rom this union sprang the 
fathers of Sir Francis and Mr. Claude Montefiore. A 
daughter of Abraham Montefiore and Henrietta 
Rothschild married her first cousin, Sir Anthony de 
Rothschild, and died a couple of yearsago. Lady 
Battersea is their elder daughter. 


Miss Sebag Montefiore has a double descent 
from the Montefiore families. Her father, Mr. 
Edmund Sebag Montefiore, is a grandson of Sarah, 
second sister of Sir Moses. Her mother, a daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Louis Davidson, was a great-grand- 
daughter of the next sister of Sir Moses, Abigail, 
who married Benjamin Gompertz, the Fellow of the 
Royal Society. Mrs. Louis lavidson was the third 
of the five daughters of Phillip Lucas, of Manchester 
and his wife, Juliana, a daughter of Benjamin and 
Abigail Gompertz. Her sisters married Nathaniel 
Benjamin Cohen, Edward Behrens, of Manchester, 
Alfred G. Henriques, and David (). Henriques, who 
died last week. 


The bridegroom, Baron Alphonse de Rothschild, 
is the second son of Baron Albert de Rothschild, of 
Vienna, a younger brother of the late Baron Ferdi- 
nand and of Miss Alice de Rothschild, of Waddesdon. 
Their mother was Charlotte, eldest daughter of 
Nathan Mayer Rothschild, of London.

Twenty-eight years earlier his father was chosen as 
one of the special representatives of the Jews for the 
collection of this taxation. | Members of the family 
were settled in the Island as early as the beginning 
of the reign of Charles II., and in 1669 letters of 
denization were conferred upon Jacob, Joshua, Moses 
and Abraham Henriques of that colony. 


Abraham Quixano Henriques was a son of 
Moses Henriques and his second wife, Abigail 
(Juixano, a relative of the Moses Mendes (uixano, 
with whom the grandfather of Moses Henriques 
co-operated in 1721. The name Quixano is a form 
of the surname Cohen, adopted by members of that 
family of Spanish origin and settled in Jamaica. 
The double surname ()uixano Henriques, which is 
frequently met in Anglo-Jewry, denotes descent 
from this Moses Henriques and one of his two 
wives, Leah Quixano and Abigail 
Abraham Q. Henriques had five children, Moses, 
David, Jacob, Abigail, who became Mrs. Belinfante, 
and Sarah, who married Walter Josephs, a well-

Jacob Henriques were both very prominent in the 
affairs of the West London Synagogue, of which 
the former was President, and the latter Chairman 
of the Council. The sons of David (). Henriques 
were Edward M. Henriques, of Manchester, whose 
son, Mr. H. 8. @. Henriques, is now Treasurer of 
the West London Synagogue, and Lieut.-Col. Cecil 
(). Henriques, who is also an ex- Warden of the same 
synagogue. Jacob). Henriques had three sons, the 
last survivor of whom, David (. Henriques, died 
last week. 


Returning to Moses Henriques, of Jamaica, 
from whom all the preceding are descended, he, as 
has already been centioned, married Leah Quixano 


who married Sarah Gutteres and whose eldest son, 
Joseph Gutteres Henriques, was the father of 
Frederick and Alfred Gutteres Henriques, whose 
names should still be fresh in the memories of the 
present generation of Anglo-Jewry. 


The Henriques family to which the foregoing 
notes relate is not the only one of that name 
to be found in the annals of Jewry. Among the 
earliest of the Jews in this country under the 
later Stuarts were bearers of this name. One 
Duarte Henriques Alvarez, formerly Treasurer of the 
Canaries, settled in England in 1653 with his wife, 
Leila Henriques, of Amsterdam, and it is from 
Holland that the many bearers of the same name, 
who within the next few years were to be found in 
this country, came. During the eighteen years 
immediately subsequent to the Restoration, no less 
than fourteen bearers of the name Henriques were 
endenizened, out of a total of one hundred and five 
Jews on whom denization was granted during the 
game period. The name is frequently found in the 
United States, but there it has almost without 
exception been derived from the West Indies. As 
late as the seventeenth century at least one person 
of Jewish faith of the name of Henriques was ving 
in Spain. The Spanish poetess Isabella Henriqnéz 
was a centre of distinction in Madrid, but when she 
openly embraced Judaism she settled in Holland. 
In Denmark also the name is to be found, its most 
noted bearer being Robert Martin Henriques, | 
musician, composer and author. 


Dr. Richard Gottheil, who has recently been in 
England, and an interview with whom appears in 
the present issue, is by no means a stranger to 
these shores. He was born just fifty years ago 
at Manchester, where his father, Dr. Gustav 
Gottheil, was Minister of the Reform Synagogue. 
Oar present visitor is Professor of Semitic Languages 
at Columbia University, having been previously 
Professor of Rabbinic Literature. One of the fore- 
most Orientalists of the United States, Dr. Gottheil 
has written much on Oriental and other topics. He 
is one of the leaders of the Zionist movement on his 
side of the Atlantic, and is deeply interested in the 
welfare of Jewish education in America. 
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Our religion must cover the whole of every day, and not be introduced only 
on special occasions and on great days. 


The Word of God, 


then, is to be in the heart, it is to be taught to children, to be talked about every- 
where, and at all times. But it is also to be bound, “As a sign upon thy 
hand.” There is to be no secret religiousness, no stealthy piety. God is to be 
publicly acknowledged and publicly worshipped. Our very doorposts, the very 
gates of our city, are to bear inscriptions of our fealty to Him. Hence, to the 
faithful Israelite the Shemang is at once a confession of faith, a declaration of 
obedience to the Divine Law, and an affirmation of intense love for our 
Heavenly lather. It embodies the whole gist and genius of the Jewish 
religion. It embraces the entire Jewish life. All the tragedy of Israel's 
history is reflected therein. For the sake of the truth it embodies and the 
ideals of life represented by that truth, what martyrdoms has not Israel 
endured? No Jewish child. if religiously trained, but is taught to pronounce the 
words ‘“ Shemang Yisroel”’ almost as soon as its little lips learn tospeak. And 
with these same words on its lips, long after the child has grown into a man, 
and when the man’s lips are about to be sealed for ever with the imprint of 
death, the immortal soul of the Jew takes leave of the earthly scene and wings 
its flight to its heavenly home. | 


THE JEWISH BRANCH OF THE 
CHILDREN’S COUNTRY HOLIDAYS FUND. 


To the Editor.— {From the Rev. J. F. STERN, Synagogue House, Stepney. | 


SIR,—Will you permit me to supplement, by a few words, the interesting 
account of the history and growth of the Jewish Isranch of the Children’s Country 
Holidays Fund, contained in the interview with its resident, Mr. Irnest Iu. 
Franklin, in last week’s JEWISH CHRONICLE ” 

It is due to the memory of my dear friend and teacher, the late Rev. 5. 
Singer that it should be stated that a year prior to the formation of the Jewish 
Branch in 188s, over which Mr. Franklin has since presided, Mr. Singer was 
instrumental in providing a fortnight’s stay in the couutry for a number of poor 
East End Jewish children. Mr. Singer was the first Minister to plead the cause 
of the children from the pulpit, and I well remember making the arrange- 
ments in conjunction with my friend, the Rev. Harry S. Lewis, for the 


first party of children, for whom provision was made in response to Mr... 


Singer's appeal. Mr. Singer continued to take the warmest interest in the 
Jewish Branch, and the growth of the Fund in its early years was largely due to 
the collections made by him, and in later years by Mrs. Singer, among their 
congregants of the New West End Synagogue. Since Mr. Singer’s death, the 
annual collection at this synagogue has been continued by Miss Ethel Vhillips, 
who took up the work because she knew how deeply the cause of the land 
appealed to Mr. Singer’s loving heart. The many friends who cherish the memory 
of Mr. Singer cannot give more fitting expression of their affection than by con.

JEWISH EMIGRATION FROM RUSSIA. 
Striking Facts. 
‘From our Correspondent.) 

The extent to which the exodus of our brethren from some Russian townlets 

as reached, can be judged by the following facts. Of the once flourishing Jewish 
community of Pokolnishok (Suwalk), only three families remain, the rest baving 
left Russia. Gavre (Kovno), at one time counted five hundred Jews. Now, however, 
the local synagogue is closed, the emiyration of the Jews having resulted in the 


disappearance of the entire community. 


A report from Petrikoff states that owing to the severe economic crisis among 
the local Jews. occasioned by the anti-Semitic co-operative movement, an unpre 
cedented emigration from the town and neighbourhood is now on foot. ‘The 
decision to further the co-operative movement among the bootmakers, just adopted 
at a conference of the latter at Warsaw, is bound to accentuate the crisis in Poland, 
and to increase the stream of emigration. 

Three hundred Jews left Russia for Palestine during the month of June 
through the medinm of the Palestine Committee. 


ECHO OF THE MALECKA CASE. 
An Anti-Semitic Attack. 
[From our Correspondent.] 

The Yenistchina (the anti-Semitic organ of Deputies Markoff and Purishkevitch) 
has published an anonymous letter from an alleged Englishman, expressing surprise 
at the release of Miss Malecka, who, in reality, “is not an Englishwoman, bnt a 
Jewish agent with the. intention of destroying Christianity.” The author of the 
letter stated that he approached the Russian Ambassador in London on the matter, 
but the latter, ‘ being in close contact with the Jews,” took no action. 


An Attack in New York on the Hebrew Language. 
[From our Correspondent. 
NEW YORK. 

()uite a stir was made recently in the Yiddish and Hebrew literary circles of 
New York by an unprecedented attack on the Hebrew language and modern 
Hebrew literature, which was made in the Vorwarts, the Socialistic Yiddish daily, 
by Morris Rosenfeld, the poet, who was formerly associated with various other 
movements, and is now espousing the cause of Socialism and takes frequent 
occasion to ridicule distinctly Jewish movements and activities. 

Taking exception to some statements about Yiddish literature made by Jacob 
Kahn, the poet and compiler of the book of selections, ‘' Ho’ Evrih Hachodoz,” 
and having also had a personal account to settle with a Hebrew and Yiddish writer 
in. Russia, Jacob Fichman, Mr. Rosenfeld wrote a most scathing and bitter 
denunciation of the Hebrew language, the Hebrew literature of to-day, and all 
who are associated with it. 

He referred to Hebrew as the “language of the spies,” the language of 
‘* Rochov hazono ”; called it * /o/s/ion hakodos ”: and referred to the Hebrew writers 
as beggars and charlatans. This attack was denounced by a number of Jewish 
writers, and it led to the resignation of Mr. Rosenfeld from the Jewish Writers’ 
Clab. Mr. Reubin Brainin, replying to this attack, said: “ No anti-Semite, no 


Christian opponent and hater of the Jews and Jadaism, has yet dared to employ 


such terms about the Hebrew language. The whole enlightened Christian world, 
its @reatest scholars and authorities, recognise the purity, the especial beauty and 
ability of the Hebrew language ; and in nearly all the large universities of the 
world there are Chairs in Hebrew.” | ; 

Herr Brainin points out that there are two Rosenfelds—the one who wrote 
some beautiful poetry in the Yiddish language; and the other who isa jester and 
cynic, and acts the part of an entertainer for the readers of an irresponsible 
Yiddish daily. 


The Kattowitz Scheme for Jewish Miners. 


A party of sixty Jewish unemployed will leave Lodz very shortly, to commence 
work in the Kattowitz mines. They will be followed in the near future by another 
party of two hundred men. ‘I'he Lodz Jewish community has offered to defray a 
part of the cost connested with the transfer of the workmen. 


Proposed Board of Deputies for South Africa. 


Mr. W. Ehrlich, President of the Bloemfontein Congregation, has convened a 
conference of all Jewish institutions in the Union of South Africa and Rhodesia, 
with the object of discussing the advisability of forming a Board of Deputies for 
South Africa. The conference is to be held at the Town Hall, Bloemfontein, on 
August 6th. There are already two Boards in existencs in the sub-continent, but 
it is desired to establish a Board which shall represent the whole of the Jews in 
South Africa. 


A Russian Concession to a Jewish Aviator. 


The Jewish aviator Abramovitch (who is flying from Berlin to St. Petersburg) 
has received permission to alight in the Russian capital.

Miscellaneous Russian News. 
[From our Correspondent. ' 


, The Novoe Vrenya has reproduced from the JEWISH CHRONICLE the 
account of the agitation of the Bavarian students against their foreign colleagues. 
The anti-Semitic organ applauded the action of the (ierman students (as well as 
the similar agitation of the anti-Semites in France), regarding it as a sign that 
Kassian influence is making progress. The same newspaper has commenced to 
publish another series of articles against Jews in the army. In discussing the 
alleged abstention of Jews from the service, it admitted the faults of the registra. 
tion system, but it forgot that the emigration of the Jews en niasse was largely 
responsible for those so-called missing recruits. Thus, from 1296 to 1906, the 
Jews paid about a million roubles in fines for such recruits, but thirty-seven times 
as much, to quote the Novoe | yremija tigares, was due from the Jews. It was 
not paid, because in most cases even the families emigrated andi nobody was left to 
pay the fines, but despite all, Jews supply a higher percentage of soldiers than the 
rest of the population. . 

The Bezalel Company, formed in Warsaw (for the purpose of promoting the 
sale of the products of the Bezalel School) has proved a great success. The first 
issue of shares for 50,000 roubles is already subscribed. and a new issue of shares 
for the same amount will shortly follow. 

The last number of the Kishineff Jewish Chro 
article deploring the inactivity of the Duma. 

Owing to the representations of their Russian colleagues, the Jewish book- 
sellers have been permitted to attend the trade conference at Moscow. 

Although the recent Conference of the Medical Assistants demonstrated the 
scarcity of medical authorities in Russia, the Ministry has suddenly ordered the 
Nicolaieff School for female medical assistants, which is attended almost entirely 
by Jewesses, to introduce a percentage norm for our coreligionists. The school 
authorities immediately decided to close the institution. 

At a trial just terminated at Minsk, the peasants of Talka testified that the 
Government official of the spirits monopoly, Yusefovitch, used to treat them to 
vodka and persuade them to massacre the Jews. 

It is officially announced that the Ministry will soon complete the publication 
of the decisions of the Rabbinical Conference in the version confirmed by the 
Government. 

In response to the efforts ‘alrealy announced in the JEWISH CHRONICLE), 
of the anpopular Director of the Tcherkassi Gymnasium to implicate the local 
Jews in the recent assault upon him, twenty-three of our coreligionists, all said to 
be innocent, have been imprisoned for three months. 

The Government has acquired for the Senate the premises of State Councillor 
Poliakoff at the cost of a million roubles, but many Senators are dissatisfied with 
the arrangement, regarding it “as a disgrace for the highest tribunal of the Empire 
to meet in a Jewish house.” 

The Council of Trade and Commerce has decided to petition the Ministry to 
reform the present system of issue of passports for abroad (for crossing the 
frontier), which is connected with enormous difficulties for all emigrants. Only 
recently, a Jewish child, aged five, was shot dead during an attempt of a party to 
cross the frontier without passports. |

Dr. Angelo Sacerdoti has been installed as Chief Rabbi of Rome. He 
is not yet thirty years of age, and was a student at the Rabbinical College 
in Florence and disciple of Ir. Margulies, Chief Rabbi of the community 
in that city. The installation ceremony was attended by representatives of the 
State and of the Municipality. . . 

The German Press reports that two Jewish merchants, althougl elderly 
people, have attained high academic degrees and scholastic fame for their scientific 
works. The banker, Herr Max Schlesinger, of Berlin, who (says a Berlin corres- 
pondent) has heretofore only been known asa man of finance, has just published 
a most learned book, “The History of the Symbol,” which is described as a 
standard work. luarc 
Erlangen, has received the degree of Doctor of Law and Political Economy, 
although he never went to a Grammar School and never entered a University. He 
has been a simple merchant all his life, but he used every minute of his time to 
study serious books. A couple of years ago he passed the Matriculation Examina- 
tion. He then took up law and political economy, and wrote 4 book on a legal 
subject which the Erlangen University considered of sufficient importance to 
warrant its conferring upon the author the degree of a Doctor of Law. o

Der Israe/it, asked its readers when would an orthodox Jew spend a larger amount 
for a Jewish purpose (the creation of the Chair referred to is evidently not con- 
sidered Jewish), and as an answer Herr and Hern placed the above-men- 
tioned sum at the disposal of the Religionsgesellschaft. 


The organ of the Deutsche Staatsbiirger jiidischen Glaubens, Im Deutschen 
Rewh, bas published a list of all the holiday resorts, hotels and boarding houses in 
Germany which do not admit Jews. The “pious” Areuzzcitung reprints this 
rather long list, and remarks: ‘‘ The Jews should not complain of not being 
admitted to many German hotels as the Jewish kosher hotels do not admit 
Christians, because they are only for Jews. The Germans have the same right of 
keeping hotels and boarding houses for their own. We reprint this list in order to 
inform all Germans who do not want to be troubled by Jewish society during their 
vacation rest.” The fact is (a correspondent writes) that many non-Jewish 
Germans frequent kosher ‘hotels on account of the better Jewish food and better 
treatment. And there is not one Jewish hotel in Germany which has ever refused 
admission to a guest because of his religion or nationality. | 


A Hungarian barony has been conferred by the Emperor- hing Francis Joseph 
on the members of the Kohner family in I}uda-Pesth, in appreciation of their 
services to the public life of Hungary. 

The Chief Rabbi of Tarkey (our Constantinople correspondent states) is about 
to go to Western Europe on the advice of his doctors, to take a cure at one of the 
l'rench watering places. After a short stay in Paris he will proceed to London 
and Berlin with the object of interesting the great Jewish associations in the West 
in certain Jewish institutions already in existence or to be founded in Tarkey. 
According to information which has reached me the Chief Rabbi is already assured 
of support from some of the Western organisations. 

Herr Max Frank, member of the City Council and of the Executive Council 
of the Jewish Community in Vienna, has died at the age of forty-eight. Among 
the philanthro)ic institutions established during the past twenty years, there is 
scarcely any in the foundation of which Herr Frank did not take a foremost part. 
He also took an active share in the management of several of them, the Rothschild 
Hospital in particular. 

In the Old Synagogue, Cape Town, on Wednesday, June 26th, Miss R. Davids 
was presented with a silver purse, filled with gold, by the committee of the Jewish 
Orphanage. Miss Davids had acted as honorary Matron, ))ro ‘em., of the Orphanage 
for the past three months. The Rev. A. P. Bander, M.A., and Mr. J. Kadish, the 
president, spoke of the very efficient mauner in which Miss I)avids had carried out 
her duties. Miss Davids, in thanking the committee for their gift, expressed her 
desire to keep in touch with the Orphanage. Miss Davids offered her services as 
honorary Hebrew teacher, which were gratefully accepted. 

Herr Bernhard Wolf, Austro-Hungarian Consul in Soerabaya and Jaya, died 
suddenly last week at Judendorf, near Graz, and was buried on Friday in the 
Jewish section of the general cemetery in Vienna. The deceased was one of the 
early pioneers of Austrian export trade, for which he worked actively in Java 
during thirty years. 

A petition has been sent to the Director of Education for the Transvaal, 
requesting that Hebrew may be taught in the Government Secondary Schools and 
Colleges. 

The University of Cincinnati has conferred upon a Jewess, Miss Frances 
Kohnky, the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. Miss Kohnky, a public school 
teacher in Cincinnati, is the first woman to receive the degree from the University. 

A ball, which was successful in every respact, was held recently at the 
Kimberley Town Hall in aid of the Helping Hand Jewish Philanthropic Society. 
Established about twenty-eight years ago the Society is unostentatiously doing 
much good in relieving cases of distress irrespective of creed, and the large attend- 
ance at the ball was evidence of the appreciation in which the Society is held by 
the townspeople in general. The Executive of the Society and the Ladies’ Com- 
mittee worked indefatigably to ensure the success of the function.

has been promoted Commander of the Order of the Legion of Honour. 

Signor Cesare Colombo, Procureur-Général of Bologna, has been appointed 
Commander of the Order of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus; the Chief Rabbi of 
Milan (Chevalier A. Da Fano), Officer of the Order of the Crown of Italy; and 
Signor Cesare Mortara, Procureur-loyal of Modena, Chevalier of the Order of 
St. Maurice and St. Lazarus. . 

Forty Greek Catholic families at I[loncza (Ilungary), have embraced the 
Jewish religion. They evidently do not share the opinion of the anti-Semites, 
that every Jew in the place is a born Shylock and usurer.

Andrew Lang, whose death occurred early this week, had the deepest sym- 
pathy with every humane cause. He arrived at this attitude through the road of 
literature, and gave a literary expression to it. His versatility was the result of 
his feeling that literature and life are practically coextensive—he was Hebraic 
rather than Hellenic here. Hence there can be no doubt that he chiefly loved his 
own contributions to religious history. In particular, his ‘“ Making of Religion ” 
may be instanced. Unconsciously to himself, this book was through and through 
pragmatic, which (to use the term in the Mendelssohnian meaning) is at the same 
Lang, however, went further, for he accepted Degeneration as an 
To Lang, the Bible seemed 
right when it regarded progress as a series of fallings off from, and re-attainments 
to, earlier excellence. But Lang will chiefly be remembered as a humanist in the 
older sense ; as a many-sided exponent of literary idealism. 


NOTES AND NEWS. 


_ The Society ‘‘ Mekize Nirdamim” promises some interesting publications for 
1912: The continuation of Dr. H. Brody’s splendid edition of Jehuda Halevi’s 
Divan, the introduction to Eliezer of Beaugency’s commentary on Ezekiel and 
the Minor Prophets (edited by Dr. 5S. Foznanski), the first part of Eliezer ben 
Joel’s Sefer Rabiah (edited by Dr. V. Aptowitzer), a volame of Collectanea, 
chiefly of historical contents, and Abraham ben Chija’s Geometry (by Dr. M. 
Guttmann). Such a programme deserves encouragement. ‘The subscription to the 
“ Mekize Nirdamim ™ is ten shillings annually. For an additional three shillings, 
Blau’s Hebrew quarterly, published in 
Buda-Pesth. | 

The Quarterly Statement of the Palestine Exploration Fund informs us that 
Dr. Mackenzie resumed work at Beth Semesh on April 22nd. “ His old camping 
ground was sown with corn, and wonld, therefore, not be available till after the 
harvest.” But by this time he ought to be again © encamped among the stubble. ' 
Itis becoming clear that from the time of the Jewish monarchy till the Byzantine 
Coenobite monks chose it for the erection of their convent, the site was 
unoccupied. It is already evident that the excavations here will produce fewer 
results than at Gezer. As regards other news, it is strange to tind the (uarterly 
Statement treating as a novelty the objection of many Jews to visit the Temple 
area. Some photographs from the Cave of Machpelah possess a quaint interest, 
but are of no historical value whatever. . 

All Jewish scholars will support the protest signed by eminent churchmen 
against certain recent editions of the Revised Version of the Bible. The University 
Presses of ©xford and Cambridge have issued editions without the marginal notes. 
Now, these notes give, in a vast majority of cases, renderings better than those 
adopted in the text. It was felt when the new version was first published that 
the text represented the nervousness, the margin the scholarship, of the Revisers. 
Be that as it'may, the marginal variants are an integral part of the work, and no 
edition should be presented without them. Some time back, when contemplating 
a certain book, the present writer obtained special permission to print the Revision

It is not quite clear where the humour comes in of dubbing the Jews 
“Syrians.” Yet E. J. Brady, author of “The King’s Caravan,” evidently finds 
it funny, for he does it more than once in his account of & journey across Australia 
in a wagon. He says that the Bush generally calls them “ Assyrians,” so, perhaps, 
after all, the author is only retailing some local slang. He has no ill-will towards 
them, in one sense, for he describes them as “ law-abiding and industrious,” and 
‘as picturesque figures from ancient Palestine.” Yet he, in another place, lamps - 
together “ Syria, Afghanistan and India” in contrast to the “white man.” Such © 
carelessness is reprehensible. 

Talking of Syria proper, though there are but few examples of Roman tombs 
in Asia Minor, they are found in great numbers in parts of Syria. 

The most ancient are probably those of Palmyra. It is true that many of them 
were erected before the submission of the city to Rome, but their internal decoration 
with Corinthian pilasters shows the full development of the Roman Corinthian order. 
These tombs take the form of square towers from seventy to ninety feet high and thirty 
to thirty-two feet square, resting on a podium with no cornice, and two or three 
ateps. . . 

The tombs at Jerusalem, all! of which date from about the middle of the first cen- 
tury of our era, are too mixed in their style to allow of their being classed as Roman 
work. They are all cut in the solid rock, with the exception of the upper part of the 
so-called Absolom tomb, which has been built in masonry. One of these tombs consists 
of a portico in antis of two columns between wings projecting slightly on each side. 
These wings are carried up a considerable height above the cornice of the portico, and 
in Cassas’ work (loyage Pittoresque de la Syrie), are shown as towers with a cornice on 
the top, snggesting asimilarity to the front of the Temple of Jerusalem, where the 
pillars of Jachim and Boaz formed a similar portico between lofty towers. . . . 7 

There are three other tombs in Jerusalem, known as the Tombs, of Jehoshaphat, of 
the Judges, and of the Kings. In each case a court has been excavated and sunk in the 
solid rock, and the entrance to the tomb cut on one side of it. In the two first cases 
the entrance consists of a portico with moulded jambs and lintel, surmounted by a 
pediment enriched with debased Greek foliage. The Tombs of the Kings—now identified 
as the tomb of Helena, Queen of Adiabene, circa 75 c.k.—is entered through a porch 
consisting of a portico-in-antis, the face of the jambs and lintel being enriched with 
carvings; above is a Doric frieze with triglyphs and a cornice. A bunch of grapes in 
the centre and a palmette on each side have been carved in the place of three of the 
triglyphs. The entrance to the tomb is on the left-hand side of the portico, and the 
rolling stone by which the opening was enclosed still remains.

It is discouraging after spending time and 
thought over a subject to find that someone else is doing the same thing. Thus 
while one of our native students had prepared an English version of Maimonides’ 
‘* Eight Chapters,” an alumnus of Columbia has been getting ready a revised 
Hebrew text with English rendering. It will be very welcome. The difficulty 
about announcements is that scholars are so dilatory. They announce a work as 
in preparation, others are liable to be warned off, and yet the work is not done. 
Many of us are sufferers in this way, so that perhaps it is on the whole best to 
leave the thing as it is rather than flv to worse evils. Ly & 


THE FUTURE OF JUDAISM—A SYMPOSIUM. 


{t may be remembered that a few months ago the German writers, Professors 
Sombart and Landsberg, published a sensational book dealing with the future of 
Judaism. The book was composed of twenty articles written by famous German 
scholars on this subject. It has created a sensation in Germany, and a very bad 
impression on German Jewry, as German celebrities have taken a rather pessimistic 
view of the question, which may be explained by their complete ignorance of 
Judaism and of the present status of our people in different countries. But the 
undertaking of the above-named German writers has had, nevertheless, a good 
result, as it caused the famous Hebrew critic and Editor of the Heosid, 
Herr 8. Hurwitz, of Berlin, to arrange a Jewish Symposium on that very question. 
The fourth volume of the Heosid, which was issued only last week, contains the 
answers of the greatest Hebrew and Jewish thinkers on the question of the future 
of Judaism as well as of the Jews. Among our own noted men who have 
expressed their views on the problem submitted to them by Mr. Hurwitz are Max 
Nordau, Nahum Sokolow, Ludwig Geiger, Ludwig Stein, David Frischmann, 
Ben Jehuda, Martin Buber, the famous Jewish historian Dubnow, Professor 
David Neumark, Kaminka, Thon. and Bar Tuwia. It is gratifying to learn that 
none of these men, who have a wide knowledge of Judaism and of the Jews, are 
taking a pessimistic view of the matter; even the notorious anti-Zionist, Ludwig 
Geiger, believes in the future of Judaism and of the Jewsasa separate body- 
corporate. Neither mixed marriages nor conversions form an immediate 
danger to the existence of our people, so the representative of radical 
assimilation in Germany argues. Max Nordau, on the other hand, defends his 
old maxim: Judaism will be Zionistic or it will not exist at all. But 
in spite of this radicalism he agrees that our immediate future lies in America 
where a powerful Jewish life is rapidly developing. With the sole exception of 
David Frischmann, who looks on Judaism as on the eternal ethic truth and which, 
therefore, can exist without a political organisation of its own, and of Ludwig 
Stein, who is of the same opinion, all the writers named agree that although the 
immediate existence of Judaism is not menaced, it can develop itself normally 
only when having a political organisation as its basis, i.e., with the realisation of 
the Zionist programme. Herr Dubnow claims at least a re-organisation of the 
Jewish communities on a Jewish political basis. The contribution of Herr Sokolow 
is & literary masterpiece. He defends the Zionist view and says that nolens volens 
we are driven by life itself on to the Zionist path. «|

Manchester Jewish Hospital. 


To the Editor.—{From ‘““A SUBSCRIBER,” Higher Broughton. | 


Srr.—A few weeks ago you published a letter signed “Pro Bono Publico,’ who 
asserted that the “ out-patient ’ department of the Jewish Hospital was grossly abused. 
As no official reply was made either to his criticism or that of a previous correspondent, 
Mr. J. 1. Loewy, hie contentions were apparently well founded. 

Taking some interest in the matter, I have compared the figures in the Hospital 
report for 1911 with those of the Rochdale Public Infirmary for the same year. I append 
them for comparison :— |

Both being working class districts, these figures alone prove * Pro Bono Publico’s” 
contention that the Jewish Hospital is abused by people well able to pay. In addition, 
I would point out that the Rochdale Institution is the only one of its kind in that town, 
whilst within a radius of one and a half miles of the Manchester Jewish Hospital there 
are four others, Salford, St. Mary’s, Ancoats, and the Northern Hospital, whilst the 
Royal Infirmary also has its full quota of local patients. In Manchester also fully ten 
per cent of the population belong to a club or friendly society and have their own doctor. 
In Rochdale there are none such. In justice to subscribers and others affected, this 
matter should be gone into, and I would submit that no out-patient be admitted (except 
in case of a serious accident or emergency), Without a note from doctor or clergyman 
certifying the suitability of applicants for medical help. 

T'he money thus saved could be utilised for increasing the beds in the in-patient 
department where available accommodation is urgently required, according to a recent 
speech by Dr. Dreyfus, the President. :

A special meeting of the executive of the lalmud ‘Torah Schools 
was held last week, when the question of the annual examina. 
tion of the classes was discussed, A discordant note was struck 
through the proposition “that Rabbi Astrinsky, of the Jewish 
Public Barial Society, should be invited to join the other local 
ltabbis in conducting the examinations.” Ultimately, the resolution was carried 
in the form, “that Rabbi Astrinsky be invited to take part in the function.” The 
other Rabbis are indignant, as they consider it wrong to give authoritative coun- 
tenance to the “ opposition” Rabbi. The incident, which has aroused considerable 
comment, is likely to lead to serious consequences. It has always been contended 
by the recognised ecclesiastical authorities that no official recognition should be 
extended to the Rabbi in question in any communal sphere. Already, butchers 
are in the habit of offering for sale poultry which is slaughtered by the ‘ opposi- 
tion’ Shochet, and now that they see recognition given to the head of the 
‘‘ opposition” authority they are naturally inclined to make light of the distinc- 
tion of authorised and unauthorised shechita.

At the West Riding Assizes, held at the Leeds Town Hall, 
A Jewish Doctor before Mr. Justice Scrutton, yesterday week, an action to 
Slandered. recover damages for slander was brought by Dr. M. Umanski 

against Isaac Joseph Sumner, of 12, St. Alban’s Place, Leeds. 

Mr. Tindal Atkinson, K.C., and Mr. F. Newbolt appeared for the plaintiff, 
and the defendant was represented by Mr. Charles Mellor. 

Mr. TINDAL ATKINSON stated that Dr. Umanski, the plaintiff, had been in 
practice in Leeds as a doctor for twenty years, and among other positions he held 
was that of Medical Superintendent of the Jewish Hospital in the city, known as 
the Herzl-Moser Hospital. Some twelve months ago he was called in to attend 
the defendant’s mother, and some time later this lady had a serious relapse and 
became paralysed. The defendant tried to get her into the hospital, but he was 
told that chronic or incurable cases were not taken there. Defendant then made 
application to the Committee of the Hospital for his mother to be admitted, and 
this was considered by the Committee on November 26th last. When the 
members of the committee were dispersing, plaintiff noticed the defendant 
conversing with some of them in a very excited manner, and he there stated in 
public, ‘1 know Dr. Umanski is the cause of my mother being refused admittance. 
I am told that without bribing Dr. Umanski one cannot be admitted to the 
hospital.” He went on to say that when “ once called in we could not get rid of 
him.” When warned of the seriousness of this statement, and asked to give his 
authority for such an assertion, he refused. Plaintiff wrote the defendant that the 
statement was one calculated to bring discredit upon him as a professional man, 
and again asked that the name of his informant should be given, and further, 
plaintiff added, “if you fail to do so within three days I shall consider you 
personally responsible, and shall at once commence legal proceedings to clear my 
character.” 

Defendant sent no answer to this letter, but called on plaintiff and told him 
that the person who had said that the plaintiff should have a present made to him 
to ensure the admittance of a patient was a Mrs. Caplan, but this lady had in turn 
denied ever having said so. Later, defendant’s solicitors wrote denying the 
slander, but adding, “if Dr. Umanski thinks he has suffered any injury, defendant 
unreservedly apologised.” | | 

Plaintiff, in the box, said he had frequently visited defendant’s mother at 27, 
Cobourg Street, and in November last she was suffering from cerebral hemorrhage, 
and was in & comatose state. He ceased to attend her on November 16th, when 
he was informed that the defendant had called in a physician. : 

_ By Mr. Mellor: He was annoyed when defendant called in another doctor in 
his place. The expenses of this action were being borne by the Medical Protection 
Society. He didn’t want money from the defendant so much as he wanted to 
clear his character. He admitted that it was suggested to him that the case 
skould go before the Jewish Court of Beth Din, of which the Rev. M. Abrahams 
was @ member. He received a letter from Mr. Abrahams ordering him to go to 
the Beth Din.

THE FOUNDER OF THE _ UNION OF RELIGION CLASSES.

Sik,—I see, from your report of the proceedings at the annual Conference of 
the Union of Religion Classes, that Mr. F. I. Lyons referred to me in terms that 
made it appear as though I had been the founder of the movement. I was not 


. able to be present when Mr. Lyons delivered his address and was not aware of his 


It is only right to say that the actual founder of the 
Union was Mr. M. Alex Myer, who conceived the scheme while he was chairman 
of the religion classes at the Hampstead Synagogue. I helped from the com- 
mencement and shall always be proud of having been able to assist in founding an 
institution which has proved so useful and has been so quickly successful, but the 
real credit for the initiation of this splendid association belongs to Mr. Myer, and 
1 very gladly and gratefully accord it to him. 3 | 
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Considerable controversy has taken place among the members of the Great 
Synagogue in connection with the election of a successor to the late’ Chazan Hast, 


and quite a large section of the congregation have shown dissatisfaction at the 
decision of the Advisory Committee and the action of the Board of Management 
in recommending one candidate only to the general body of seatholders. As the 
outcome of this disapproval, a memorial was presented to the Board of Manage- 
ment, signed by the requisite number of members, asking for the convention of a 
special meeting of seatholders. Accompanying the memorial was a recommenda. 
tion, couched in the following terms: “ ‘lo consider a memorial desiring the Board 
of Management to submit for final election of the seatholders the names of the 
Rev. Mr. Katz, of Amsterdam, and the Rev. Mr. Steinberg, of Odessa, who read in 
the synagogue, so that the choice of the members my be given free opportunity.”’ 

The meeting was convened for last Wednesday evening, and that great interest 
was evinced in the matter was shown by the fact that long before the meeting was 
announced to take place the large Committee-room of the Synagogue was crowded 
to its utmost capacity with members, while, as the evening progressed, the 
attendance became larger, and several seatholders were obliged to stay outside the 
doors and on the stairs. 

Mr. GEORGE A. COHEN, the Junior Warden, presided, and opened the pro- 
ceedings by reading several “resolutions” that had been tabled, all of which, 
however, with one exception, he ruled as being out of order. 

Some of the “ resolutions” were merely expressions of approval of the action 
of the Advisory Committee and the Management, while others deprecated their 
action. The resolution tabled by Mr. 8. Karet: | 

That it be an instruction to the Board of Management to submit the names of the 
Rev. Mr. Katz and the Rev. Mr. Steinberg to the seatholders for election as first reader, 
was accepted by the Chairman. | 

In moving the resolution standing in his name, Mr. KARET said that he was 
animated by no hostile spirit, but had moved it in fairness and in the interests of 
the congregation at large. (Cheers.) | 

Mr. A. J. LOGETTE seconded the motion. 

Mr. M. RADIN strongly defended the action of the Advisory Comméttee and 
the Board of Management. Those bodies, he said, were in a much better position 
to judge the qualifications of the candidates than were the bulk of the seatholders, 
and he counselled all loyally to accept their recommendation. 

Great commotion here ensued, and the Chalrman threatened to clogs the 
proceedings if order were not obtained. 

Proceeding, Mr. RADIN said that the Board of Management had acted in the 
best interests of the congregation. (Cries of “No” and “ Yes.”) 

Mr. J. MAIZELS asked whether the Advisory Committee had recommended 
one candidate prior to the presentation of the petition, or after the memorial had 
been forwarded to them. He was not quite clear on the point from the informa. 
tion he had gathered from the Press. I[f the recommendation was made after, 
then he thought the Management had exceeded their duty. 

The CHAIRMAN replied that statements appearing in the Press were 
unauthorised. 

Mr. J. FORREST moved an amendment to the effect that the meeting approved 
of the action of the Advisory Committee and the Board of Management. (Cries of 
dissent.) 

Mr. 8. STRELITSKIE expressed his approval of the amendment. Ile reminded 
the meeting that the present Reader of the synagogue did not enter upon his 
duties as the result of a contested election. 

Mr. L. H. COLEMAN moved: ‘“ That this meeting of seatholders of the Great 
Synagogue desires to express unabated confidence in the Board of Management, 
and approves of its dignified action in connection with the election of a First 
Reader. 

Mr. H. H. GORDON. L.C.C., submitted that the motion was out of order. 

The CHAIRMAN ruled that the motion was quite in order. He then expressed 
the desire to lay the whole position before the mesting and to disclose the methods 
of procedure adopted by the Advisory Committee and the Board of Management. 

Mr. GORDON objected to the proposed action of the Chairman. 

Mr. A. L. LONDON pointed out that the mode of recommendation had been 
absolutely in accordance with the regulations laid down by the United Synagogue 
in April last, and proceeded to give details. . 

Mr. GORDON : “ Tell the whole truth about the Advisory Committee.” 

Mr. LONDON, continuing, said that so faras he was concerned there was no 
secrecy about the matter. The Advisory Committee had laboured very much in 
connection with the election, and if the body of seatholders thought they were 
better judges, then, speaking individually, somebody would have to be prepared to 
come forward and take his place. He asked them to weigh seriously the result of 
their action before they decided to vote in favour of the motion. | 

Mr. GORDON deprecated the attitude adopted by Mr. London and said that 
if the seatholders desired to have the names of two candidates or two dozen candi- 
dates before them, they had a right to insist upon it. He reminded them that 
the Board of Management were but the servants of the Congregation. He thought 
the demand of the some hundred and fifty petitioners was by no .means an 
extravagant one. 

The CHAIRMAN said that if the members persisted in their present attitude, 
it would be impossible to obtain a competent Chazan for the High Holidays. | 

Several speakers said that that was preferable to being saddled with a 
Reader who was not popular among the congregation. One speaker said that it 
was against Jewish law to allow a Chazan to take his place on the A/memar, if he 
were not acceptable to the majority of the seatholders. | 

Mr. EISENBERG and others remarked that they had received invitations to 
hear” the Chazanim, and if they were not allowed a voice in an election he asked 
why they had been specially invited to attend at the Synagogue. 

Mr. §. FRIEDLANDER charged Mr. Gordon with not having the best interests 
of the congregation at heart. : 

Mr. GORDON appealed for the Chairman’s protection, and said that no man 
had a right to insult his honour. 

On loud cries of “Withdraw,” Mr. Friedlander withdrew his remark. 
The body of seatholders, continued Mr. I’riedlander, did not appreciate the position. 
The Board of Management and the Advisory Committee were the only bodies 
who had been able to go thoroughly into the qualifications of the candidates, and 
all must agree that particulars that could be discussed at a round table would be 
undignified and unfair if discussed at a public meeting. 

Others having spoken, 

The CHAIRMAN said that he would find it impossible tocontinue in his present 
capacity if one of the candidates, not favoured by the Advisory Committee, were 
eventually elected. He suggested that instead of two candidates, an increased 


number should be put before them if the present recommendation was not 


favoured. He mentioned that there were some hundred and forty applications 
for the post. 

“We don’t mind hearing others,” came from all parts of the room. Several 
speakers suggested a compromise, but, in the midst of considerable confusion, the 
CHAIRMAN put the motion, which was carried by an overwhelming majority. 


Subsequently, a meeting of the Board of Management was held, but no 
reagan was arrived at as to the further steps to be’ taken in view of the action of 
seatholders.

BY ONE OF THEM. 


All who happen to be acquainted with the work of the Country Holidays 
fund are aware that some provision is made for religious exercise during the fort 
night out of town. but that provision is invariably inadequate, and in most 
instances it will be found that the Sabbath morning services are abridged and 
hurried over to & noticeable extent. I do not think more than 10 per cent. of the 
children carry @ prayer-book in their luggage, and am tolerably certain that fully 
50 per cent. of the superintendents trouble very little whether these services are 
held or not. I will go so far as to say that the greater proportion of these young 
men and women care far less for the spiritual and temporal well-being of their 
charges than for ensuring that they themselves shall have a right good time, even 
though the skies might fall. Conscientious superintendents are few and far 
between, and if some object to the trouble inseparable from adequate supervision 
they should make way for others, and pay for a holiday elsewhere. 


No apology is needed for introducing a little ozone into this week’s contribu- 
tion. Speaking of holidays reminds me that the man who carries prayer. 
book and Tephillin in his valise is often looked upon by boarding house wiseacres 
as something of a crank, a fossil. The more “orthodox” the boarding house, the 
more lax are its frequenters in observing the fandamental principles of their faith. 
Their Judaism is represented, solely by kosher menus ; the Sabbath cigarette and 
the Sabbath boating party are looked upon as inevitable. There seems to be no 
‘happy medium” Judaism at seaside boarding establishments. Hither ultra- 
orthodox boarders render their flaunting orthodoxy unbearable, or the very reverse 
state of affairs obtains. | 

There was one establishment on the Kentish coast—it exists no longer, sad to 
relate—where mine host never sat down toa meal without the lerac/i followed. 
His Friday evening and Sabbath dinners were a delight to the heart, with their fine 
old rest-day melodies, and their indirect appeal to pride of race and faith. Many 
were they who candidly admitted that years had passed since they had heard 
anything like it, and to whom these musical after-dinner services impelled to 
introspection. A fine old Jew he was, of patriarchal appearance and unbending 
orthodoxy, tactful in dealing with orthodox and unorthodox, yét, by the force of 
his own personality, making better Jews and Jewesses of those birds of passage, the 
summer boarders. 

Within less than a month the minimum rates of pay in the tailoring industry 
will come into operation, and as there are many hundreds of masters and men 
unacquainted with the real purport of the measure, an explanatory article by Mr. 
Lewis Lyons, in the Jailor and Cutter, has a particular value. It has to be 
made clear that the man who goes to the Trades Board with the idea of elucidating 
some doubtful point will obtain little satisfaction. Except on very minor points 
which do not require any expression of opinion, the tailor will have to interpret 
the Act as best he can. Mr. Lyons, himself a member of the Board, emphasises 
the wisdom of taking counsel’s advice upon any doubtful points, or through 
a trade association if a man happens to be connected with one. ()pinions may 
differ, he says, as to the policy of the Trades Board in leaving their decisions to be 
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| finally interpreted by the judges in the law courts, particularly as their technical 


knowledge of the trade must be limited. But the Act must right itself in the 


_ course of time. 


It is laid down that where three persons (exclusive of cutters), or two females — 


are engaged in the making of one garment, they come within the meaning of the 
Act. “Those who are excluded from the Act entirely are two men working 
together on one garment, & man and a woman, or a single individual. It may be 
useful to recapitulate the new rates, which, however, will not be made 
obligatory by the Board of Trade until six months have elapsed. For female 
workers who arrive at the age of eighteen, and have had two years’ service in the 
tailoring trade, a minimum rate has to be paid of 3/d. per hour. Any male 


_ worker who arrives at the age of twenty-two, irrespective of length of service, is 


entitled to sixpence per hour. “If,” says the writer, “the worker is paid by the 
piece, that piece-rate must yield an equivalent to 3/4. per hour for females, or 6d. 
an hour for males.” Waiting in the workshop or factory for work is to be counted 
as time spent in the workshop or factory, and will have to be paid for. There is no 
reason to doubt that this will eliminate whatever sweating exists at the present time. 


Certain it is that the cheaper make of garments will cost a little more. The 


_ public shouid pay up ungrudgingly ; whether the master will is another matter.

JEWS AND INSURANCE. 


To the Editor.—/ From “HH.” 


SIR,—With reference to the insurance question now being discussed in your 
columns, as an insurance broker of twenty years’ London experience and not a 
member of your community, I can fully confirm the fact that a Jewish insurer is 
prejudiced with the British offices. I will quote three instances which are among 
many that have come under my notice. 

I made verbal application to one of the leading fire offices, the management 
of which is not, I. believe, altogether unconnected with gentlemen of the Jewish 
»ersuasion, for cover for a tire risk fora small Jewish manufacturer, and stated 
name, business, and particulars of risk. I was asked to get'a proposal form filled 
up and signed—-quite an unusual procedure in this sort of business. I did so, and 
was informed later that the risk could not be accepted on account of the proposer 
beinga Jew. I pointed out the position the company had placed the proposer in, 
because in applying to effect an insurance anywhere else he would have to 
disclose the fact that his business had already been declined by the office in 
question. I pointed out to them that they must have known he was a Jew before 
they asked for a signed proposal, and that by now declining him they prejudiced 
him very seriously. Only after much correspondence and several interviews could 
I get the Company to agree to accept the business. 

The second case was one of burglary insurance offered to a first-class fire 
office and declined solely because the proposer was a Jew. I remonstrated but was 
again declined, and I then wrote to the Company telling them that the proposer 
was a well-known man in the City of London, in a large way of business, and the 
holder of more than one communal post of importance. The Company again 
declined, and it was only by direct appeal to the general manager at the head office 
in the north of England that the business was ultimately accepted. 

The third case was that of a well-known author and literary man, whose pro- 
posal for fire insurance was declined solely because of jis being a Jew. It was 
accepted only after a great deal of trouble on my part. ‘The offices referred to in 
the above cases are all first-class British Tariff offices, keen on getting as much 
business as they can. 

| have a number of Jewish friends who are good enough to put their insur- 
ance business through me, but I affirm without the least hesitation that were they 
not Jews I could effect their insurances very much more readily than I am able 
to do. It has happened more than once in my experience that identical risks have 
been refused when the insurer was a Jew and accepted when he was nota Jew, 
and the persistency of this differentiation on the part of Insurance Companies 
places the matter. beyond the possibility of mere accident.

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The twenty-sixth annual report of the Jewish Convalescent Home has been 
jssued. After references to the deaths of two members of the Committee, and to 
certain changes in the administration, the report proceeds :— 


The Committee are pleased to state that the Daneswood Sanatorium continues to 
show satisfactory results. The number of patients admitted during the past two years 
has been as follows: 1910: men, 50; women, 30; 80. 1911: men, 54; women, 28; Xv. 
Eight of the cases admitted in 1910 had been treated at Daneswood previously, 7.r., 
were re-admission cases; and of those admitted in 1911, seven were re-admission cases 
In 1911 five cases (four men and one woman), were admitted, but did not stay three weeks. 
The system of giving regular employment to the patients in the garden and otherwise, 
is still carried on, and continues to give good results. .Dr. Brander the medical 
attendant, has been most zealous in his care and attention to the patients, and the 
Committee find it difficult to express in adequate terms their high appreciation of his 
services. The Committee also desire to record their warm appreciation of the ze:! 
which Miss Brown, the Matron, evinces in the fulfilment of her important duties. Miss 
Berger, the housekeeper, continues to give every satisfaction in her supervision of tlie 
domestic management of the Sanatorium. The Institution has been regularly visited 
by members of the Committee and by Miss Jacob, one of the Hon. Secretaries, and 
since Miss Jacob's departure from England, by Mr. Levinsohn. The After-Care 
Committee, consisting of membersof this Committee and of the Jewish Board of Guardian-, 
continues to work successfally. It was mentioned in the last report that in pursuance 
of an arrangement made with the Jewish Board of Guardians, who provide*at the Lewis 
Convalescent Home, Walton-on-the-Naze, for adult Jewish convalescent patients, the 
Brighton Home has been converted into a Children’s Convalescent Home-~-arrange 
ments being made for receiving twenty children—more than double the number for whom 
accommodation was formerly provided. The Committee have for a long time past 
recognised that the premises in St. Patrick's Road, Hove, had become unsuitable for a 
Convalescent Home by reason of the character of the neighbourhood having changed, 
and they accordingly, last year, addressed themselves to obtaining more suitable 
premiees, and ultimately succeeded in finding a most convenient house in healthy sur 
roundings, called Milton Hall, Montpelier Road, Brighton, which has been taken on 
lease with an option of purchase. The new Home was opened for the reception o! 
patients on the 9th May last. The greator part of the expense of the necessary alter: 
tions has been provided out of a sum of £600, allocated to the charity by the executor: 
of the late Mrs. Barnato. The Committee also acknowledge £500 from the executors of 
the late Aaron Sassoon and £100 from the late Arthur Sassoon, to form the nucleus of 
a fund for the purchase of a new Home, and the Commitee hope that other generous 
donors will provide the rest of the money required for this purpose. ‘The Committee are 
now able to receive convalescent cases requiring surgical treatment, and the sphere 0! 
usefulness of the Institution has thereby been considerably increased. Miss Salinger, 
who has filled the office of Matron ofthe Brighton Home for upwards of fourteen years, 
has gladly undertaken the new duties appertaining to a Children’s Convalescent Home, 
and the Committee bear testimony to the manner in which (with the aid of the Hon 
Medical Officer, Dr. Jacomb Hood, and the Medical Attendant, Dr. C. Benham, to 
whom their warm thanks are due), she devotes herself to her young charges. ‘The Com: 
mittee’s grateful acknowledgments are also due to the Rev. A. C. Jacoba, who continue 
to act as Hon. Secretary to the local Committee. The number of patients received 
during the past two years has been as follows: 1910, adults, 80; children, 255; 1911, 
children, 295. The Committee record their appreciation of the services of the Hon. 
Medical Referees, who so generously give their time to the examination of applicants fo: 
admission. *They also thank the Jewish Board of Guardians for the assistance given 
the Managers in ascertaining the eligibility of applicants for admission. 

In February, 1911, the Committee issued a special appeal for funds. While expres- 
sing their grateful thanks to those donors who yenponded to the appeal, the Committee 
regret that the response was not as adequate as the needs of the Institution demanded. 
The total amount resulting from the appeal was £2,143, and this, while enabling the 
Committee to pay off the debt which had been incurred, will not provide sufficient funds 
for the opps of the Institution to the end of the present year, and thus at the begin 
ning of 1913 the Institution willagain be in debt. The Committee will be forced to close 
down some of the beds if adequate funds are not provided for the upkeep of both Homes 
The regular income from dividends on invested fands and from annual subscription» 
does not exceed £2,200, while the annnal expenses, including those pertaining to the 
After-Care Committee, average upwards of £3,500.

SUCCESSFUL CONVENTION IN CANADA. 


THE ACTING PRIME MINISTER S8UPPORTS THE MOVEMENT. 


[From our Correspondent. 


OTTAWA. 
The twelfth Convention of the Federation of Zionist Societies of Canada has 
now passed into history, but it will undoubtedly be reckoned not only one of the 
most successful Zionist gatherings ever held in Canada, but one of the most 
successful held anywhere since the inception of the movement, the Congresses not 


excepted. ‘The (‘onvention achieved great results and was rendered historic by 
the fact that the Acting Premier of Canada, the Hon. George H. Perley, spoke in 
favour of the movement. The Convention opened on Saturday, June the 29th, by 
a service held in the King Ldward Avenue Synagogue (Ottawa's leading syna- 
gogue). A large number of delegates attended and listened to a splendid Zionist 
sermon delivered by Rabbi S. Fyne. The various standing committees met at 
night at the Chateau Laurier, the leading hotel of the city. 

The Convention was opened the following morning at St. Patrick's Hall, 
Laurier Avenue, one of the largest halls in the city, and after the disposal of the 


usual routine business, the !’resident of the Federation, Mr. (CLARENCE I. DE 
SOLA, delivered his annual | 


Presidential Address. 


After referring in appreciative terms to the last Convention held in Ottawa, 
Mr. de Sola spoke of the very successful eleventh Convention held in Toronto a 
little more than a yearago. ‘The overwhelming enthusiasm shown on that occa- 
sion had not been merely enthusiasm but had resulted in practical results. ‘* There 
was one particularly important undertaking which | introduced and which was 
launched there,” said Mr. de Sola. ‘I refer to the creation of a special Canadian 
Fund for the purchase of land in Palestine, for the settlement thereon of Hebrew 
colonists. The founding of the Land l‘uand was the outstanding feature of the 
last Convention. \Ve undertook to raise a considerable sum for the purchase of a 
definite area of landin our ancestral home, with the idea that it would be followed 
in future years by the purchase of additional allotments. We hoped to raise at least 
halfof the 10,000 dols. required by this first allotment for the present Convention. | 
have now the satisfaction of announcing that this hope has been fulfilled. Not only has 
this sum been subscribed, but it has actually been remitted in cash to the Jewish 


Colonial Trust, for the first purchase of land in Palestine bearing the name of 


the Federation of Zionists in Canada. In addition, sufficient subscriptions have 
been promised to make the success of the fund assured. In other branches of 
activity, we have had phenomenally successful results, and our total income this 
year shows remarkable increase of 105 per cent. over the income of the previous 
year. Well may we treat with scorn the fatuity of those who pretend to see any 
decline in the strength of Zionism. Our ever increasing income and membership 
is the best evidence of its steady growth and virility.” Mr. de Sola then spoke of 
the work done by the various centres of activity throughout the Dominion, and 
paid a special tribute to the work of the ladies. He also made a special reference 
to the fact that all the most prominent members of the Canadian Jewish com- 
munity were coming into line in their support of the Movement. ‘“ But,” said he, 
‘there is a menace to the existence of our people infinitely, more serious than the 
physical sufferings, prejudice and injustice which we have to face in many parts of 
the world. I refer to the loss which we sustain through assimilation, through 
those alien forces which cause to perish the breath of Jewish life in many homes ; 
those materialistic forces which create indifference to Jewish traditions, indiffer- 
ence to Jewish Law, indifference to Jewish practice.” Mr. de Sola concluded with 
& rousing appeal to Canadian Zionists to advance still further. 

This address was punctuated by frequent applause, and on its conclusion Mr. 
de Sola was cheered to the echo. After many minutes of prolonged cheering the 
Convention adjourned. In the afternoon the various reports of Committees, etc., 
were received. ‘I'he Treasurer’s report was even better than my forecast, as pub- 
lished in the JEWISH CHRONICLE. In all, 14,475 dols. were subscribed to various 
funds, of which the following are the larger contributions: Shekel Fand, 1,274 
dols. (the largest on record); National Fand, 2,200 dols. (all items); Bezalel, 
3,300 dols.; Land Fund, 5,052 dols. (promised 1,200 dols.). In my opinion this. 
ought to bring Canada to one of the leading positions among the Federations of 
the world. If present anticipations are borne out by what has happened of late, 
Canada ought to be exceeded in the forthcoming year only by Russia and 
Germany. That is something to be proud of. In Montreal, one society, the 
Agudath Zion, raised over 33,100 dols. for the movement last year. This was the 
first society founded in Canada, and it is admirably sustaining its traditions. | 

A banquet was given on Sunday evening, at which all the most prominent 
members of Ottawa Jewry and all the visiting delegates were present, and the 
usual round of patriotic and Zionistic speeches were made. 


The Acting Premier's Tribute to Judaism. 


On Monday morning, reports and discussions took place on the various funds 
of the movement. In the midst of the proceedings the Convention suspended 
business to greet the Hon. George H. Perley, acting Prime Minister of Canada, 
whose entrance took the Convention somewhat by surprise. He was welcomed 
by the singing of patriotic songs. Mr. de Sola greeted Mr. Perley in the name 
of the Convention.. Mr. Perley then welcomed the delegates, and wished them 
every success in their object o1 “founding a home for the Jewish people in Pales- 
tine. He said: ‘ We Canadians are proud to extend the same blessings of liberty 
which we enjoy to the Hebrews as to all other citizens. We in this country have 
the great problem of teaching immigrants how to use their freedom when given to 
them. I appreciate the belief of you Zionists, that the adherents of the movement 
would be happy and prosper in Palestine, for I myself have visited that beautiful 
and, and I fully realise that it is a land of wonderful possibilities, and I believe 
that the Zionists have reached the only logical and satisfactory solution of the 
Jewish question (so-called) in pluckily determining to found a trae Jewish centre 
in the land of your fathers.” Mr. Perley was tumultuously applauded; in fact, 
the Convention cheered itself hoarse in its appreciation of his remarks. 


Large Contributions. 


_ On Monday afternoon, the report and debate on the Land Fund was the 
principal matter of discussion, as, owing to the visit of Mr. Perley, it had been 
held over from the morning. A wonderful scene of enthusiasm was witnessed 
when following a stirring appeal from Dr. Shayne, of the B’nai Zion, Toronto, 
money literally poured in. Fifty big contributions were received in a few 
minutes, delegates vyeing with one another in contributing substantial sums. The 
Agudath Zion of Montreal alone contributed 1,000 dols. Finally, the total 
actually subscribed reached almost 6,000 dols. Some Toronto gentlemen promised 
to invest 5,000 dols., Mr. R. Darwin, of Montreal, promised 10,000 dols., and a 
Winnipeg Syndicate would invest 36,000 dols., provided a clear title could be 
obtained for a holding company made up of those gentlemen, registered, if 
necessary, under Turkish law. With these and some other contributions it 
appears that about 60,000 dols. is now at the disposal of the Canadian Federation 
for land purchasing purposes. The election for officers resulted in the return of 
the following Officials, assisted by a strong and representative Council. President, 
Mr. Clarence I. de Sola, Montreal (who now enters his thirteenth term in that

Shenkai, of Ottawa; Treasurer, Mr. A. Levin (Montreal); Corresponding 
Secretary, the Rev. Nathan Gordon, of Montreal; and Hon, Recording Secretary, 
Mr. J. S. Leo, of Montreal. The Convention closed with a mass meeting held in 
St. Patrick Hall in the evening, at which many addressss were delivered to 
an audience composed of practically the whole Jewish population of the city. 

The Convention has proved that Zionism in Canada is supported by both 
the Jewish people and their leaders, and is a living force for unity and strength of 
purpose throughout the whole Canadian Jewish community. In fact, in times of 
stress, it is through the Zionist organisation that the various Canadian Jewish 
communities act as one, | 


FIFTEENTH CONVENTION OF AMERICAN ZIONISTS. 


[From our Correspondent.) 


NEW YORK. 

A remarkably successful gathering was the Fifteenth Annual Convention of 
the Federation of American Zionists, which was held in Cleveland from Sunday 
morning, June 30th, to Tuesday afternoon, July 2nd. The utmost harmony and 
good feeling prevailed throughout, for the delegates were animated by the con. 
sciousness that the Federation had accomplished a good year’s work, and this, 


together with the announcement that a number of prominent men in American 


Jewry had declared their sympathy with the movement caused a great deal of 
enthusiasm. 

‘ The Executive Committee, under the Chairmanship of Mr. Louis Lipsky, a 
modest, retiring but energetic worker, who has rendered invaluable services to 
the organisation ever since its inception, had during the year carried on an 
effective propaganda for the cause; had kept in touch with the affiliated societies 
in such a way as to enable them to accomplish the utmost amount of results ; haf 
raised considerable sums of money for the various institutions; and had done 
all this without incurring any expenditure beyond the regular income of the 
l’ederation. 

From the personnel of the delegates, it was again made evident that the 
movement was attracting the brightest and most alert minds in American Jewry. . 
Young men and women who had come from many cities impressed everyone 
with their energy, earnestness and enthusiasm. There were also among the 
delegates such well-known figures in the Movement as those of Dr. Harry Fried- 
enwald, Dr. J. L. Magnes, Dr. Max Heller, Mr. Jacob de Haas, Rabbi A. M. 
Ilerschman, Mr. S. Abel, Mr. M. lL. Avner, Mr. L. A. Fried, and many others 
who have become familiar attendants at Zionist Conventions. 

The Convention proper opened on Sunday morning with an address of welcome 
delivered by Dr. H. R. Cooley, Director of Public Charities of Cleveland, 
who took the place of Mayor Baker. Dr. Harry Friedenwald, Honorary President 
of the Federation, welcomed the delegates in an address, in which he gave his own 
impressions of his recent trip to the Holy Land and expressed satisfaction at the 
excellent prospects of success which now confronted the Movement. 

Mr. LOUIS LIPSKY, who presided throughout the Convention, read the report 
of the Executive Committee, which detailed the many and fruitful activities of the 
year. 
' At the Convention dinner, the sum of one thousand dollars was raised for the 
Propaganda Fund of the organisation. An additional sum of 2,500 dols. was sub- 
scribed the next day, delegates from different States pledging themselves to raise 
from among their societies stated sums. 

Mr. I. M. RUBIN, Secretary of the Jewish National Fand Burean, reported on 
the work accomplished by the Bureau during the year, during which period the sum of 
22,253 dols. had been collected for the Fund. Resolutions were adopted in favour 
of Young Judea, the organisation of the Jewish youth, for the organising of a 
Palestinian Department at the Pan-American Exhibition in 1915, and in favour of 
the holding of a Bezalel Exhibition in this country. A resolution was adopted 
pledging the support of the Movemert to the cause of Jewish education. Owing to 
considerable opposition, a proposition to raise the dues of the societies of the Federa- 
tion from fifty cents to one dollar per annum could not be carried. On Monday 
evening, a large portion of Cleveland’s Jewry turned out to attend the Zionist 
mass meeting, and to listen to effective and stirring addresses by Dr. Max Heller, 
Dr. J. L. Magnes, Mr. Jacob de Haas, Mr. Abraham Goldberg, Rabbi A. M. 
Aschinski, Madame Pevsner and others. | 

During the first session of Tuesday, a compromise was reached between the 
Federation and the organisation of the Knights of Zion. The Knights of Zion, 
by forming sub-federations in such districts as could enlist the required - 
memberships, will take its place as a sub-federation. The boundaries of each 
district will be determined by a special committee of seven, which will 
be appointed to work out the plan. At this session, the announcement 
was made of a remarkable bequest by an Irishman, William Nixon, of 
Pittsburgh, who died in Ireland seven years ago, and who donated 1,300 dols. for 
the cause of Zionism. It is significant that the first bequest for the Zionists was 
left. by a non-Jew.. Early in the afternoon, the re-election of most of the former 
officers took place. The officers elected are as follows :—Honorary President, 
Dr. Harry Friedenwald; Honorary Vice-President, the Rev. Dr. Max Heller; 
Chairman, Executive Committee, Louis Lipsky; Treasurer, Michael Salit ; 
Honorary Secretary, Bernard A. Rosenblatt; Administration Committee, Louis 
Lipsky (Chairman), S. Abel, Abraham Goldberg, Bernard A. Rosenblatt ; Execu- 
tive Committee, Dr. J. L. Magnes, the Rev. Dr. David de Sola Pool, Messrs. Victor 
Schwartz, Jacob Fischman, Bernard G. Richards, Bernard Semel, Mordecai 
Brodsky. In addition there is to be representation on the Executive Committee 
from the Order Sons of Zion, Young Judea, “The Maccabbean” and Das Yiddische 
An Advisory Board was also elected.

NO JEWISH REPRESENTATION ON THE APPEAL BOARD. 


_ A meeting of the London’ Immigration Appeal Board was held last Friday 
and, contrary to custom, the Jewish representative, for some unaccountable reason, 
was absent. Since the rota of those serving on the Board had been formed it is 
believed that last Friday’s sitting furnished the solitary occasion upon which there 
was no Jewish representation, the three members comprising it being non-Jewish. 
The fact was pointed out to the legal adviser appointed by the Board of Deputies, 
by a representative of this journal, but Mr. Landaa was unable to give an 
explanation as to the absence of a Jewish member on the Board. 

Several cases came up for consideration, three of which only were 
of Jewish interést. Two of the appellants were successful in their appeals, the 
third failing apparently for the reason that no one came forward on his behalf. 
The Board comprised Sir Richard Stapley, J.P., Mr. Enfield, J.P., and Mr. Ickoff, 
Mr. Landau appeared for the Jewish appellants. 

The first case was that of MAX GEITCH, a Russian, who had come to London 
on account of scarcity of employment in his native country, Russia. Samuel 
Zeitman, a master butcher and a distant relative, came forward with an offer of 
employment for the appellant. 

‘Have you any difficulty in obtaining hands?” asked a mamber of the Board 
of the witness. The member in question was informed that the greatest difficulty 
was experienced in obtaining the services of kosher assistant butchers, and it was 
for that reason that he was willing and prepared to give the alien immediate 
employment. 

The Chairman: Will you give an undertaking in writing that you will employ 
Geitch at a fair wage for at least one year, and that you will see that he does not 
become a charge on the rates ? 

Zeitman expressed his willingness to give the guarantee asked for, and said 
that in addition he would supply the appellant with board and lodging. | 

Mr. Landau urged that Geitch was, from all points of view, a “ desirable 
Slien.” 

After a brief discussion the appeal was allowed. 

Describing himself as a ‘skin repairer and fruit dealer,’ ISAAC GAITZ, 48 
years of age, desired to proceed toa relative in the East End. Gaitz had left his 
wife and three children in Russia, and said that he had come to London to obtain 
employment, there being no prospects for him in his native country. He had been 
earning three roubles a week on the averave, which was not sufficient to support 


to make the necessary preparations for them. 

The Enquiry (Officer informed the Board that he had called at the address 
given by the appellant, and although those in occupation there knew the name of 
Gaitz they had no personal knowledge of the family or of the appellant and did 
not know he had arrived in this country. 

As no witnesses were forthcoming at this juncture, the Chairman announced 
that it was the intention of the board to hold over their decision till the other 
a}))peals had been dealt with, in the hope that a relative might put in a somewhat 
belated appearance. 

The conclusion of the sitting, however, still saw the non-appearance of wit- 
nesses, and the Board decided to dismiss the appeal on the ground that the 
appellant was likely to become a public charge. 

The last Jewish appellant was ISRAEL ESSER, a young man from Russia, 
who had came here to join his brother, resident in this country for some time. 

Considerable discussion ensued as to the correct name of the appellant, the 
name he gave differing from the name which appeared on two passports he had 
in his possession. The matter was eventually satisfactorily explained, a olerk in 
lotterdam, it being established, having made a clerical error. |

DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 

A large gathering assembled at the Lofting Road Council School (the venue of. the 
Hebrew and Religion Classes attached to the North London Synagogue) on the occasion 
of the annual distribution of prizes held last Sunday. 

Dayan Dr. M. Hyamson presided andthe awards were handed to the successful 
pupils by Mrs. Hyamson, who was presented with a beautifal bouquet. 

The ee opened with the singing of Ma Tovo, after which the Rev. WALTER 
LEVIN, the superintendent, moved the adoption of the report, parts of which he read. 

Dr. HyAMSON seconded the motion, which was carried. The report in part states :-— 

Classes have held 44 sessions during the past year, exclusive of the Sabbath meet- 
ings, which have now become a regular feature of the Classes. There are at present 
159 children on the registers, and during the past year the attendance has been quite 
satisfactory. The children assemble for prayers in the hall of the school, both at the 
beginning and the end of each session. The average attendance is ‘ per cent. 
A special Barmitzvah and Haphtorah Class meets every Friday evening. The Classes 
were inspected by the members of the Education Supervision Committee 0! the Union 
of Religion Classes and, in the course of their report, state “that the quality of teaching 
is unusually good. The Classes are energetically supervised by the Minister, who is 
personally responsible for the organisation, classification and syllabus in each class, 
and he is ably supported, especially by the more experienced teachers.” The accommo- 
dation afforded by the classrooms permit of the enrolment of a still larger number of 
pupils, and the managers would like to see every member of the congregation take full 
advantage of the benefits offered by the Classes.

Dr. Hyamson delivered an address, at the outset of which he referred in sympa- 
thetic terms to the death of Mr. D. @. Henriques (the references are reported elsewhere 
in this issue). Continuing, Dr. Hyamson said that the next evening would usher in the 
Fast of Ab, the anniversary of the destruction of the first and second Temples. 
the former calamity, Judea speedily recovered. After seventy years 
Babylon, the exiles returned a chastened and sobered people. 
of Jerusalem inflicted a blow, under the shock of which the Jewish people still 
reeled. Nationality, land, temple, had been lost. Israel, for more than eighteen een 
turies, had been the people of the weary breast and the wandering foot. Nevertheless, 
from the universal ruins, one priceless treasure had been rescued—religion. The people 
had been banished from their ancient homeland. But whithersoever they wandered, 
wherever they settled, they took the Torah. It was their life and the length of their 
days, the salt and the savour that kept them from corruption and decay. Ancient 
Rome had passed away; its glory was butadim memory. ‘The Jew lived on, a most 
potent force in civilisation and identified himself with every movement that made for 
progress, for the betterment of mankind. The world owed its impulse directly or 
indirectly to the Hebraic spirit, to Jewish teaching and example. Might the children 
attending these Classes be imbued with this spirit, so that the law of God, the law of 
truth and righteousness, mercy and love, would become purt of their being and the 
lessons learnt within those walls form the rule and standard of their daily lives. Dr. 
Hyamson appealed to the parents to do their duty to their sons and daughters by 
seconding the work of the Religion Classes and 


ENFORCING BY PRACTICAL TRAINING 
what the children learnt theoretically. The teachers had charge of the pupils a few 
hours each week, but the inflaence of the parents was felt the whole of the time. It was 
useless to exercise a class of infants in the recitations of blessings appropriate for 
different occasions, night-prayers and morning-prayers, unless the mothers took care 
that their little ones did not partake of the bounties of God before they rendered due 
thanks, did not sit down to meals nor rise from the table, without saying grace, and 
before closing their eyes in sleep commended their souls to their Heavenly Father, and 
when they awoke, refreshed after the night's rest, thanked the Source of all life for 
renewed vitality and vigour. The advantage of learning the translation of prayers and 
the Pentateuch became apparent when parents saw that their children attended syna- 
gogue, took part in public worship and devoutly followed the reading of the service and 
the recital of the Torah. There 
WAS A GOOD DEAL OF RELIGIOUS UNRES!, 


much discontent—some of it factitious. But there never was a time when there had not 
been complaints of apathy, indifference, empty synagogues. Alterations of the liturgy 
and curtailment of the services had been tried in a past generation and had failed. The 
only remedy that would prove efficacious was adequate religious education and training. 
Let the rising generation master the sacred language of Bible and Prayer Kook, become 
amiliar with the tenets of their holy faith and the meaning of its beautiful ceremonies, 
be trained in the practice of Judaism and accustomed to join in public worship. And the 
evils of which complaint was made would vanish like the mist before the morning sun. 
The services would no longer bea weariness, but adelight, because they would be followed 
with intelligence and their beauty and sublimity would rouse a responsive chord in the 
hearts of the worshippers. Dr. Hyamson concluded by wishing the Classes continued 
success, and called special attention to the Barmitzvah and Haphtorah Classes conducted 
by the Minister and the class for girls from the age of 14-17, projected by him. If 
parents availed themselves of the advantages offered, the Classes would undoubtedly 
exercise ar abiding influence for good on the lives and characters of their children, 
making of them good men and women, good Jews and Jewesses, exemplary citizens worthy ' 
of their country, race and faith, a credit to the community, a source of strength to 
Judaism and Jewry. 


The Success of the Classes. , 


Mr. J. M. Lissack, in moving a vote of thanks to the Superintendent and the 
teaching staff for their conscientious services, said that every year, for over a quarter of 
a century he had had the privilege of- proposing the motion now before them. 
It was most important that teachers of religion should not only be capable but 
willing and loving, and all that could be said of the teachers of their Classes. The Rev. 
W. Levin and his staff to a large extent took the place of the parents by teaching their 
children the religion of their fathers, and the very existence of these Classes, and 
the excellent work that was being continually carried out, was sufficient justi- 
fication for the continuance of the synagogue opposite. There were in the 
metropolis some twenty sets of classes, such as theirs, comprising in all some 
2,000 children, and as an instance of the successful work done he mentioned that for 
some years past, the North London Classes had obtained premier place among the 
classes in various competitive examinations. No less than six prizes—includi ,

*‘The Complete Bowler.”’ 


Mr. J. A. Manson has written a book which he, in his introduction, says ** he 
hopes will serve a twofold service. It first gives a connected sketch of the history 
of bowls from its inception to the present day and in the second place, 
explains in necessary detail how the game is played, \c.” ‘‘ The Complete 
Bowler ” is the title of the volame, and Messsrs.
